It’S 3:01AM 

Michael Ventura puts his column to bed 


This is a column I hoped to never write. 
It’s especially ironic that, as my first in a 
number of years, it is a lament not a celebra- 
tion, a farewell not an introduction. The 
Chronicle at its core has always been created 
and defined by its writers. Rarely has the 
paper undergone such changes as it has in 
recent months, with Music writer Margaret 
Moser retired while the News section has lost 
Jordan Smith and Amy Smith. Now the issue 
you hold has Michael Ventura’s last column. 

Going forward it is a very different Austin 
Chronicle you’ll be reading. Not the same 
but still somehow very much the same. 
Managing Editor Kim Jones, working with 
the other editors, has helped recruit excit- 
ing new writers while recasting the paper 
overall with a design by Creative Director 
Jason Stout that allows it to be more dynam- 
ic. At the same time, she has increased and 
expanded our online coverage. The paper 
now, I believe, is as good as it has ever been 
even with the loss of these crucial voices. 

In so many ways Ventura’s leaving cre- 
ates the greatest gap as his position has 
been the most unique. He has always writ- 
ten solely what he wanted to write. His 
retirement thus is the loss of a whole genre 
- Michael Ventura. 


The following story has nothing to do 
with this column. Driving around 
Lubbock one day, Joe Ely picked up a 
hitchhiker whose sole possession was a 
knapsack full of albums. They were all his 
first release, Townes Van Zandt explained 
as he handed one to Joe. After dropping 
him off, Ely quickly drove to his friend 
Jimmie Dale Gilmore’s house where they 
listened to the album over and over. In 
many ways American music took a step 
forward that day. 

It happens like that in Lubbock. The truly 
dramatic nonchalantly exercised. Many 
years ago Ventura, himself hitching back to 
the West Coast from a wedding in Nashville, 
ended up in Lubbock at a house on 14th 
Street where Butch Hancock, Gilmore, and 
Ely lived. He planned to only crash there 
briefly. Two years later he left Lubbock, 
without ever really leaving there at all. 

Another aside. My first night in Austin in 
1974 visiting friends, my friend Everett and 
I drove out to see Doug Sahm at Soap Creek 
Saloon. Standing at the bar with a 75-cent 
rum and coke while watching Sahm and 
band tear it up, I felt at home for the first 
time in my life. Every day of my life since 
has roots in that evening. 


It is so presumptuous of me but I’ve 
always figured Ventura had that kind of 
feeling in Lubbock: not a blinding light but 
a comfort in the bones, not a revelation on 
the road to Damascus, but a sense of finally 
feeling whole. 

When he left, it was to move to Austin, 
where he ended up writing for the Austin 
Sun. After that paper folded there was a 
long run at the nascent LA Weekly, where 
he quickly became its most popular writer. 
Along the way, a toboggan ride of a screen- 
writing career ended up with 
two finished films ( Roadie , 

Echo Park ) and a number of 
scripts authored. Novels, col- 
lections of columns, and 
stints teaching high school 
students and publishing 
poetry all followed. 

When the editor of the 
Weekly was abruptly fired, 

Ventura quit in protest. In 
one of the highlights of my 
tenure here I invited Ventura 
to write for the Chronicle. He accepted. 
Over the past 20 years he has held forth 
every other week with his column “Letters 
at 3AM,” asking readers to join him in genu- 
ine conversation. 

Gleefully pushing all to think for them- 
selves, his columns are the antithesis of the 
current generation of print and media pun- 
dits, who (regardless of their politics) 
explain to readers not just the exact line 
they should be in but their precise place in 


that line. Instead Ventura consistently engi- 
neered intellectual breakouts from accept- 
ed thinking, so consciously wide-ranging 
that even his most loyal fans would not 
always agree. His thematic trajectories were 
so wild and fierce they made the most 
elaborate of those Family Circus footpaths 
seem simple. 

Ventura loves language, people, ideas, 
books, music, and films, but most of all dia- 
logue. Partisan ideas are dead ideas. Heir to 
the great American writers of the Twenties 
in terms of elegance and 
style, he is also at one with 
the Beats because of his 
passion for driving lan- 
guage and a literate intensi- 
ty. Among the finest essay- 
ists of his generation, at 
heart he is a storyteller in 
the great oral tradition. 

The ways he tells stories 
of the past and present is not 
to lock them in concrete but 
instead to provide pathways 
of thinking aimed at the future. The Chronicle 
has had the privilege to be a home in his 
quest for human decency and creative com- 
munity delineated by an unceasing question- 
ing of the status quo. His leaving the paper 
lightens it in some ways, but his much-need- 
ed voice will continue to be heard as he 
begins yet another act in a life that has 
already gone far beyond the standard three. 
We will miss him greatly, but mostly we can’t 
wait to see what Ventura has to say next. ■

cer killed in the line of duty in 2012. It’s the second 
AISD elementary opened along Rundberg in two years, 
reflecting the area’s fast-growing student population. 

AFTER A DEFEAT in her campaign for lieutenant 
governor, state Sen. Leticia Van de Putte, D-San 
Antonio, says she was approached by business and 
community leaders to run for mayor of SA. While 
she mulls a potential bid over with her family, 

Rep. Mike Villarreal, D-San Antonio, said he’ll 
resign from his legislative post to fully focus on 
the mayoral campaign. 


DEJAVU ALL over again: The first pretrial hearing 
for former APD Detective Charles Kleinert has been 
pushed back for the fifth time - it’s now scheduled for 
Dec. 5. Kleinert is charged with manslaughter for the 
2013 shooting of Larry Jackson Jr. 


BILL FILING FOR the 84th Legislature began 
on Nov. 10, with the typical deluge. So far, senators 
have filed 163 pieces of planned legislation, with 257 
out of the House, covering a gamut of subjects from 
legalizing gay marriage to open carry for handguns. 


u.s. SEN. TED Cruz, R-Texas, the man who 
doesn’t believe in global warming, and backs the 
teaching of creationism in schools, is lined up to chair 

the Senate Subcommittee on Science and Space. 

Current chair U.S. Sen. James Inhofe of Oklahoma is 
likely moving on to wreak havoc on the Environment 
and Public Works Committee. 


LORETTA LYNCH COULD become the country’s 
first black female attorney general. President Obama 
nominated the current U.S. Attorney for the Eastern 
District of New York to take over for current Attorney 
General Eric Holder. Unsurprisingly, Senate 
Republicans are demanding that her confirmation 
process be delayed until the new, majority GOP 
Senate takes over in 2015. 


THE U.S. AND China - representing the two larg- 
est world economies - announced a historic accord to 
mutually reduce carbon emissions in the coming 
decade, a step that environmentalists call necessary to 
any international progress to combat climate change. 
Republican congressional leaders immediately 
denounced the agreement. 


Although the dust is hardly settled yet - 
and won’t be until at least Dec. 17 - there 
are a few speculative conclusions to be 
drawn from last week’s municipal election. 
The first is that shifting from May to Nov- 
ember is no turnout panacea. The combina- 
tion with the general election did more than 
triple Austin’s lamentable 
recent record, which has 
been running around 10% (or 
less) of registered voters in 
recent years - but 40% 

(including all ballots) for a 
city always applauding itself 
for citizen engagement is not 
really much to brag about. 

(Since the national turnout 
was only 36% - the worst in 
72 years - I suppose 
Austinites still have four 
points’ worth of vanity.) 

The real test comes next month - the Dec. 
16 run-offs - and maybe we can beat the 
9.6% of 2011 voters who returned to vote for 
Kathie Tovo or Randi Shade. At what limit 
do roughly 5% of registered voters cross the 
line from mandate to minuscule? 

As I noted, this is a national malaise, and 
I’ll leave it to those of you who did vote to 
surmise whether it represents a greater por- 
tion of apathy or cynicism. Turnout will 


indeed improve in 2016 (Austin hit 60% in 
2012), but it’s worth reminding folks that 
this “historic” 10-1 election provides 
Austinites much more actual influence on 
the outcome - and on policies that directly 
affect their lives - than a vote for Wendy 
Davis or (in Texas at least) Barack Obama. 

Share the Wealth? 

Turnout will be heavy on 
the minds of run-off candi- 
dates, as the drop-off will be 
precipitous and unpredict- 
able. In the mayoral race, 
Mike Martinez will likely 
have a tougher time getting 
his people back to the polls 
than will Steve Adler, who 
left the first round with a 
clear but not insurmount- 
able 37-30% lead. The voting map was 
starkly polarized down the middle, east and 
west, and it’s no secret that Westsiders his- 
torically vote more consistently than 
Eastsiders - that was one of the reasons 
behind 10-1, and an additional hill Martinez 
will have to climb. 

It’s also no secret that the dividing line is 
not just geographic, but economic and 
racial - and Adler is in the awkward posi- 
tion of trying to reach out to all Austinites 
while relying on a voting base that is whiter

and wealthier than the city as a whole. 
Running from behind, Martinez has gone 
increasingly negative - Wednesday morn- 
ing’s Barton Springs presser attacked 
Adler for a largely imaginary connection 
to Koch Industries - and Adler responded 
in kind, calling the attack “false, desper- 
ate, and disappointing.” (“Disappointing” 
carries just the note of weary condescen- 
sion likeliest to appeal to that wealthy 
white base.) 

You don’t need to be either an Adler or 
Martinez partisan to be concerned about 
that deepening division between 
Austinites - everybody’s talking about 
haves and have-nots, about increasing 
inequality, about gentrification pushing 
minorities from the urban core. The more 
important question is how much either 
Martinez or Adler - or all the mayor’s 
horses and all the 10-1’s men (or women) 
- can do about it. We live in one of the 
most prosperous (and most educated) 
regions in the country, and yet we haven’t 
figured out how to more broadly share 
that prosperity with all of our neighbors. 
Both candidates (and the rest of the run- 
ner-offers) are promising to solve that 
problem; both seem to be, at best, working 
around the margins, and within an 
increasingly polarized - and politically 
alienated - electorate. 

Losing to Win 

There was yet another at-large vote, the 
firmly defeated rail-and-road transporta- 
tion proposition (aka Prop. 1, 57-43%). The 
voting map was not surprising - central 
city voters generally supported the bonds, 
suburban voters overwhelmingly opposed 
them - although there’s now a loud follow- 
up argument (blisteringly in Chronicle 
forums) over whether the vote was pre- 
dominantly “anti-tax” or “anti-rail” or 
“anti-this-rail.” I suppose it was some of all 
three, but since the loudest and best-fund- 
ed opponents (Citizens Against Rail Taxes) 
pounded away mightily at the cost, and the 
reflexive Council candidate buzzword was 
“affordability,” my best guess is the former 
won the day. 

Earlier this year (“Dis Connect,” June 
13), I described the combination as a “per- 
fect storm” facing Prop. 1, and that ama- 
teur meteorology still seems apt. The 
transit proponents who opposed this plan 
point to the Austin Community College 
bond approval as counter-evidence - but 
that approval stopped cold at the words 
“tax rate” in the much needed third ACC 
proposition, over the much easier sell of 
education. Others suggest that since the 
(narrowly defeated) 2000 light rail vote (in 
an entirely different economy and elec- 
torate) fared better in inner-city boxes, a 
pro-transit majority is only waiting to be 
harnessed by a freshly minted City 
Council, elected in an anti-transit wave 
but bearing a spanking New-and- 
Improved Plan. 

Working as I do in a business that thrives 
on unearned, cockeyed optimism, I wish 
them the very best of their rosy scenario. ■ 


It’s blood in the water time at Austin City 
Council, and the lobbyists are circling. Lame 
duck council members only have a couple 
more meetings to keep spreading the regula- 
tory chum, and there are so many mouths to 
feed ... but alas, time is getting short. 

Among the hot items at last Thursday’s 
meeting, with Bill Spelman absent, were two 
stalemated 3-3 votes in a row - on abolishing 
parking requirements for microunits, and on 
overruling city staff and consultants on 
CodeNEXT, and going with the lobby-favored 
plan for rewriting our building codes. In both 
cases, it was Mike Martinez joining Kathie 
Tovo and Laura Morrison on the didn’t-we- 
work-out-all-these-plans-and-preferred-corri- 
dors-and-compatibility-requirements-for-a-rea- 
son? side, and as usual, Lee Leffingwell, 
Sheryl Cole, and Chris Riley in the let-the- 
builders-get-on-with-their-work- 
at-wh ateve r-cost-a n d-why-a re- 
you-bothering-me-with-this? 
camp. Spelman, though he 
presumably knows better, has 
sided with that faction of late, 
so perhaps those initiatives 
can pass 4-3 on Nov. 20. But 
as I noted last week, such 
decisions would be a huge act 
of hubris on the part of this 
Council, and could well be 
rolled back by the next one. 

The roles are reversed regarding an ordi- 
nance regarding late-night construction 
work - mostly concrete pours - currently 
allowed Downtown. Builders want to expand 
the area in which they can work 24/7; 

Council backed an ordinance on first reading 
that would grant the expansion, but ban con- 
struction altogether after 2am. So it’s the 
builders who are dragging their heels on this 
one: asking for time for stakeholders to exam- 
ine the “unintended consequences” of such a 
rash action. That’ll probably work, given the 
time frame, but when it comes back after Jan. 
6, it’s hard to see the new 10-1 Council look- 
ing more favorably on 24/7 construction. 


Meanwhile, the Walter E. Long private 
golf resort on public parkland scheme 
seems improbable, Accessory Dwelling 

Units are mired in rewrites, and a raft of 
other vaguely sketchy proposals are trying 
desperately to get fast-tracked, with the 
knowledge that any proposal that doesn’t get 
into a lifeboat on Nov. 20 or Dec. 11, will be 
facing a whole new pack of unpredictable 
predators in January. 

But on the cheerier side, there’s a lot of 
fun stuff happening around town this week:

EASTSIDE ACTIVISTS TARGET ANOTHER URBAN FARM 


Glenn and Paula Foore are tired. It is 
etched upon their beleaguered faces and 
weary eyes. Springdale Farm’s days may 
be numbered, and it’s weighing heavily on 
the owners of the East Austin urban farm. 
According to Glenn, the City Council meet- 
ing on Nov. 20 will make or break Springdale 
Farm’s future. 

Following a heated public debate, late 
last year, over an updated urban farm code, 
the controversy subsided somewhat after 
Council adopted code revisions in March. 
Initiated by a neighbor’s complaint about 
odors emanating from a temporarily out-of- 
balance composter at HausBar Farms, the 
yearlong debate engaged a maelstrom of 
urban agriculture, gentrification, and race. 
Balancing appropriate land use amid sin- 
gle-family zoning - while supporting a local 
food system and community needs - 
remains a complex conversation, with many 
conflicting interests. 

Last year, the Foores advocated for the 
proposed urban farm code updates recom- 
mended by the Sustainable Food Policy 
Board. Now, however, the intricacies of the 
updated code - compounded by a campaign 
by some Eastside activists to shut down the 
farm - threaten Springdale’s future. Under 
the new code, urban farms are allowed to 
host events with more than 50 people six 
times a year, after receiving a temporary 
use permit; but that provision doesn’t apply 
to Springdale, which is zoned commercially. 
The farm needs a conditional use permit 
(CUP) in order to continue hosting events 
such as fundraisers, weddings, or other 
farm-related events. However, only when 
Springdale Farm prepared to apply for its 
CUP did the Foores discover a conditional 
overlay - enacted eight years after they pur- 
chased the property - which prohibits out- 
door entertainment. 


According to the Foores, these events are 
built into their business model and are criti- 
cal to sustaining the farm. Edwin Marty, 
urban farming expert and food policy man- 
ager for the city’s Office of Sustainability, 
says that allowing Springdale Farm to host 
events is critical not just for the farm, but 
for the local food system, as it’s difficult to 
maintain economic viability through pro- 
duce sales alone. “Losing an institution like 
Springdale Farm would be a significant 
blow to the community and a significant 
setback in what we’re trying to do if we 
allow farms to disappear,” Marty said. “It’s 
more than just a farm - it’s part a local farm 
community with deep ties to the local res- 
taurant community. It would be a statement 
that we are not supporting what we aspire to 
do in our 30-year comprehensive plan.” 

Springdale is asking to modify the condi- 
tional overlay to remove the prohibition on 
outdoor entertainment. In an Oct. 28 Plan- 
ning Commission meeting, the farm also 
requested the termination of a restrictive 
covenant stating that if the farm ceased to 
run its landscaping business, its zoning 
would revert to Light Industrial and Single 
Family. Further, the farm sought to change 
the Future Land Use Map (FLUM) from 
Single Family to Mixed Use, to reflect the 
existing uses of the farm. 

Planning commissioners voted to revise 
the conditional overlay and allow outdoor 
entertainment, but did not specify the num- 
ber of permitted events. Jerry Rusthoven of 
the Planning and Development Review 
Department suggested 30, but according to 
Commissioner James Nortey, the exact 
number would be a compromise best made 
between the neighborhood and Springdale. 
The Planning Commission also voted to 
terminate the restrictive covenant, but 
rejected the FLUM amendment. 



Next week, the recommendations move 
to Council; if Council agrees, Springdale 
would still have to return to the Planning 
Commission for CUP approval. 

Meanwhile, the Govalle/Johnston Ter- 
race Neighborhood Contact Team, chaired 
by Daniel Llanes, would like to close the 
farm altogether. At the Planning Commis- 
sion, Llanes cited traffic, safety, and noise 
issues from farm events. Angelica Noyola, 
president of the Montopolis-Ponca Neigh- 
borhood Association (and education coor- 
dinator for PODER), photographs people 
leaving the farm and has called 311 to file 
code complaints more than 422 times. 
Noyola says that, although she does not 
live near the farm, her family owns prop- 
erty nearby, and each call represents a 
separate incidence of impropriety - public 
intoxication, lewd behavior, littering, or 
parking violations. Noyola also disputes 
Springdale Farm’s shared parking agree- 


ment with the (currently closed) Allan 

Elementary school. 

Then there’s Eden East, the farm-to-table 
mobile food trailer located on the farm; 
Llanes and Noyola argue that each of the two 
nights a week the trailer is open should count 
as an event - part of the overall 30 events cur- 
rently under discussion for Springdale - and 
claim that patrons leave the restaurant drunk, 
throwing bottles and cans on the ground. 

Yet Matt Garcia, who has lived in the 
neighborhood for six years and whose house 
sits directly across the street from the farm, 
did not sign the petition and adamantly dis- 
agrees with the claims by Llanes and others, 
adding that he can see what’s going on at 
the farm and Eden East from his front door 
and windows. “I’ve never witnessed it. I’ve 
never seen anything that I thought was lewd 
for sure. There’s a police station literally a 
tenth of a mile from the farm and there are 
tons of cops up and down Springdale [Road]. 


COUNCIL ALL YOU CAN EAT! 


City Council members were somewhat 
prematurely pleased with themselves last 
week, having plowed through a 129-Item 
agenda by the relatively early hour of 
10:30pm. The catch was the postponements 
(partly influenced by the absence of Council 
Member Bill Spelman, recuperating from 
surgery) of at least 39 Items (more, if you 
count “first readings only”), some of them 
burrs-under-the-saddle, like the Decker Lake 
golf course proposal and the pending 
CodeNEXT revision - both land-use ques- 
tions that have bedeviled the agenda for 
weeks. With no meeting today, Nov. 13, the 
Nov. 20 draft agenda (finalized tomorrow) is 
a smorgasbord of 165 Items, and counting. 

What did they do (or not) last week? 

• Approved a revision of amplified sound 
regulations that change the technical specs 


and move more of the process from Parks & 
Rec to the Music Office. 

• Approved (second reading only) an ordinance 
banning discrimination against “source of 
income” rents for managed rental properties. 

• Approved (for negotiation) a proposal to 
sell two tracts of Cedar Park land (currently 
used for quarries) to the city of Cedar Park - 
Council wants environmental assurances. 

• Approved (for negotiation and execution) 
the interlocal agreement governing arrest 
bookings with Travis County - Council still 
intending to separate nonfelony arrests and 
federal “Secure Communities” (undocu- 
mented immigrant hunting) policy. 

• Approved a singular waiver of the anti-lobby 
ordinance to allow Council to hear presenta- 
tions on the golf course facilities proposed 
at Decker Lake/Walter E. Long Park. 


• Finally approved (on second and third read- 
ings) the long-simmering South Austin Com- 
bined Neighborhood Plan. 

And then there were the vexed postpone- 
ments, including high-profile Items due for 
wrangling next week: 

• Amendment to tighten restrictions on 
Downtown concrete-pours during late 
hours - a stop-gap proposal sponsored by 
CM Laura Morrison. 

• The much delayed “coyote conflict man- 
agement strategy,” with stakeholders 
reportedly still at loggerheads over animal 
protection vs. vermin extermination. 

• A resolution to direct the city manager to 
report on living wage issues affecting 
social service contracts. 

• A whole bundle of postponed zoning cases, 
including the polarized Springdale Farm bat- 
tle (see “Next Target: Springdale,” above). 


• The public hearing on what’s next for 
“CodeNEXT,” the proposed revision of the 
land development code that is pitting sup- 
porters of urban density against defenders of 
traditional neighborhoods. 

• And “source-of-income” will return for 
third reading ... sometime. 

The official calendar lists only the Nov. 20 
meeting (work session Nov. 18) and a Dec. 

11 meeting to finish out the year - and effec- 
tively, the incumbent Council’s tenure on the 
dais. So the tension playing out in the newly 
redesigned Council chambers is effectively 
What-Needs-Doing-Now? vs. What-Can- 
Wait-Until-10-1?, with city staff - anticipating 
at least six months of learning and dithering 
by the newcomers - reportedly leaning heavi- 
ly on the first question, and public skeptics 
leaning on the second. 

Expect many split decisions.

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I’ve never seen trash in the street or acci- 
dents. I’ve never had a time where I’ve had 
an issue. In my opinion everyone has been 
very respectful and aware that it’s in the 
middle of a neighborhood.” 

Eden East’s chef/owner Sonya Cote dis- 
putes the claims as well. In an email to the 
Chronicle, Cote wrote that Eden East does 
not sell alcohol on the premises and instead 
offers a unique, straight-from-the-source 
dining experience. According to Cote, nei- 
ther Llanes nor PODER has ever contacted 
her concerning Eden’s policies. “All of our 
waitstaff are trained & certified by TABC. 
My GM had a TABC officer out to the farm 
less than a month ago to ensure that we are 
doing everything correctly. We are. We 
have a parking lot with a Dumpster plus 
recycling that is picked up weekly. My staff 
and I continue to maintain the area with 
weekly yard maintenance, and I have a 
cleaning crew come out once a week. ... 
Eden East is legally within its right to be on 
the farm as a food truck. All inspections are 
current, and we work diligently with the 
Health Department and we are compliant 
with all code.” 

Noyola’s tales were apparently shared 
with the 22 of 33 households within 200 feet 
of the farm who signed a valid petition 
against the zoning change - Llanes says he 
communicated with each and every peti- 
tioner. Due to the petition, Springdale Farm 
will need a supermajority - six of seven City 
Council members - to vote in its favor. 

Urban farms have been a simmering 
issue in the District 3 Council race, where 
Susana Almanza, a steadfast opponent of 
the revised urban farm code, is currently in 
a run-off for the D3 seat against her brother 
Sabino “Pio” Renteria (Llanes is a member 
of Almanza’s campaign team). Nevertheless, 
Almanza declined to comment on the 
Springdale situation. 

According to Marty of the Sustainability 
Office, there is a need for open and sincere 
discourse moving forward. “We need to 
compromise to preserve the character of the 
community balanced with the need of a 
local, small business to stay viable. I am 
certain that if there’s better dialogue, with a 
sincere attempt to come to a compromise, 
that all parties will have what they want.”

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Race-Based Voting? 

SOME AISD CANDIDATES SAY NAMES, 

RACE INFLUENCED ELECTION 


What’s in a name? If you’re an AISD 
trustee candidate, it could be the difference 
between making the run-off and ending up 
a loser. What’s worse is the creeping suspi- 
cion that voters effectively racially profiled 
their candidates of choice. 

Before election day, all three races with 
more than two candidates were expected to 
go to run-offs: In District 1, the 
smart money was on UT Chair 
Edmund “Ted” Gordon facing 
KIPP Austin charter founder 
David “D” Thompson; in 
District 6, PR expert Paul 
Saldana against former Austin 
Council of PTAs chair Monica 
Sanchez; and, in At-Large 
Position 9, District Advisory 
Council member Kendall Pace 
against Education Austin 
endorsee Kazique Prince. Pace 
said, “We just thought it would 
be a run-off between the people 
who were out there and had 
money and endorsements.” 

But the safe bets were wrong 
in 6 and 9, with Pace now facing 
UT program coordinator Hillary 
Procknow, and Saldana up 
against former Ann Richards 
Academy for Young Women 
Leaders teacher Kate Mason- 
Murphy. What made this odder 
is that Mason-Murphy spent 
about $100 and used handmade 
signs, and Procknow had suspended her 
campaign and endorsed Prince. “I’m still 
surprised,” said Procknow. “When I first saw 
my numbers, I thought, I’ll wait for those to 
be fixed.” While she sees support for her 
principles of opposing the corporate “reform” 
movement and testing, she was concerned 
about what may have guided some voters in 
a low-information environment. Did they 


vote for the candidate whose name sounded 
white? “I do believe that race was a strong 
influencing factor in these elections, and it 
would be hard to argue otherwise.” 

Pace had her own odd naming experience: 
A lot of voters were surprised that Kendall is 
a woman’s name. “On election day, I had 
someone come up to me and say, ‘Oh, I voted 
for you, and I thought you were 
a man.’” She shares Mason- 
Murphy and Procknow’ s con- 
cern that people simply didn’t 
know whom they were voting 
for. “People are making deci- 
sions not based on candidates or 
issues. ... That’s worrisome.” 
However, she was cautious not 
to say voters were solely moti- 
vated by race, noting that, in 
2010, an African-American can- 
didate, Tamala Barksdale, beat 
a white West Austinite, Julie 
Cowan, for the same seat. 

This time, the case study 
could compare how the two 
African-American candidates - 
Prince and Gordon - performed 
in District 1. Gordon, with the 
whiter sounding name, consis- 
tently beat Prince in just about 
every box, including a 27-point 
margin in Precinct 135. 
However, Prince - whose busi- 
ness specializes in inter-com- 
munity and inter-racial commu- 
nications - was quick to say he didn’t think 
this was as much an anti-black vote, as 
about a desire for political representation. 
“We’re a relatively diverse city, with diverse 
communities,” he said. “They want to see 
someone who reflects them and their needs 
and their concerns.” In a low-information 
environment like a November AISD elec- 
tion, all voters have to go on may be a name.

That could explain why Prince came in not 
third, but fourth, behind Nael Chavez - the 
only candidate with a Hispanic name in a 
majority Hispanic district. However, Prince 
had concerns about attributing all those 
numbers to ethnicity, since Chavez is a 
well-known community figure in the boxes 
he won. 

Racial divisions in Austin seem to have 
been summed up most eloquently by the 
mayoral map, which had West Austin going 
almost uniformly for Steven Adler, and 
East Austin for Mike Martinez. Yet count- 
ing precincts is never an apples-to-apples 
comparison. Precinct 310, which went to 
Mason-Murphy, cast a total of 1,174 votes, 
while 404, which Sanchez swept, only deliv- 
ered 459 votes in total. Moreover, Pace 
noted that, while she did not take many 


individual precincts in East Austin, she still 
took a plurality of votes. 

So how much of what happened was racial 
profiling by voters, and how much more 
traditional campaign woes? Prince admits 
he had a serious messaging problem among 
voters who had heard of him. “If I were to do 
anything differently, I would like to have 
not been coined the East Austin candidate.” 
However, sources close to his campaign said 
that was all he was ever really geared up to 
do. It was an open secret that Prince was 
originally going to run for District 1, until 
Barksdale announced she was stepping 
down. His last-minute switch opened up 
that seat for Gordon, but then Prince failed 
to make a citywide splash. Even his final 
email blast, sent on Nov. 4, was localized, 
attacking Pace for raising more money from 
Houston donors than in East Austin. This 
was after Procknow’ s Oct. 27 withdrawal 
announcement had disappeared into the 
maelstrom of last-minute election PR, so it’s 
arguable whether either had any impact. 

Now the remaining candidates head into 
the uncertain territory of a December run- 
off. However, they will not be alone. There 
is also the mayoral race, and seven council 
seats to be decided. On the broader map, 
Pace worries there could be voter burnout, 
but there could be a different problem in 
District 6: As Saldana noted, the two council 
seats that cover the bulk of his district, 2 
and 5, are already decided. He argued that 
weighs in his favor, since most of the 13 
boxes he held are between Barton Springs 
and Ben White. He said, “Those are the ones 
that turn out reliably for every election.” 

The second round puts extra pressure 
on Procknow, who always said her candi- 
dacy was more about changing the debate 
than winning the seat. As a member of the 
Occupy movement, she said, “I’m feeling 
a little bit of pressure, because I want to 
do right by the people who support my 
ideas.” While she has been consulting 
daily with Prince, she has pledged she will 
not run a conventional, money-centered 
campaign. She said, “As the saying goes, 
the master’s tools cannot bring down the 
master’s house.” - Richard Whittaker

Foes Now Friends: Former mayoral candidates Todd 
Phelps (10%) and Randall Stephens (1.8%) have endorsed 
run-off candidate Steve Adler for mayor. Phelps said an 
Adler win is in the “best interest of preserving the culture 
and soul of Austin,” while Stephens tweeted for Martinez to 
withdraw... On Monday, Adler held a “Latinos for Adler” rally, 
where Pet.

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PUSHBACK ON CROSSWALKS 


The proposal to install rainbow colored 
crosswalks on Bettie Naylor Street at the 

Lavaca and Colorado intersections entered 
one of its final stages - but not without 
some friction from local business owners. 

Passed by City Council on Sept. 25, the 
plan would cement the area as a historic 
Austin “gayborhood” and showcase the 
city’s support for the LGBTQ community, 
mirroring rainbow crosswalks in San Fran- 
cisco, Toronto, and Vancouver, among others. 
After Council’s approval, the idea moves to 
the Austin Arts Commission, which will 
review the artwork donation proposal, submit- 
ted through the Austin Gay and Lesbian 
Pride Foundation with private dollars. 

While the gay-friendly plan initially received 
pushback from some businesses in the com- 
munity, including Peche and Truluck’s, those 
owners have since dialed back their criticism. 
But during the Arts Commission’s Monday 
afternoon specially called meeting aimed at 
gathering public input before a final decision, 
it was clear heated opposition persists from 
bar owners. 

Following a brief presentation on the time- 
line review process from city staff as well as 
a presentation by Austin Pride President 
Paul Huddleston, the commission opened 
the floor for a (surprisingly short) citizen 
comment period. John Korioth and Chris 
Ruhling, owners of Hangar Lounge, both 
shared their discomfort with the plan - the 
men contend they are fully supportive of 
LGBTQ rights but are concerned that the col- 
orful addition to their area would hamper 
business. The Pride Foundation does not 
have a “vested interest” in the leased-out 
spaces, they said. Putting his money where 


his mouth is, Korioth even wagered some- 
what of a bet, offering up a $10,000 check 
to any organization the LGBTQ-right group 
chooses if his business sales increase after 
the implementation of the rainbow cross- 
walks - yet if the sales drop, he challenged 
the gay rights group to answer to the bar’s 
investors and employees. 

Angie Hanna, a patron of the area bars 
for two decades, argued the crosswalks were 
“problematic and divisive.” Austin is the “last 
place” that needs to declare a gay district, 
said Hanna. “Please don’t segregate the 
warehouse district into ‘gay’ and ‘straight’ 
just so we can copy what other cities did - 
they did it because they couldn’t accomplish 
what we already have in Austin.” 

In response to the backlash vocalized at 
the meeting, Huddleston countered the anti- 
inclusion arguments: “I think the people who 
frequent the warehouse district and attend 
those businesses are quite aware that they 
are entering a very gay-friendly neighborhood 
and wouldn’t stop doing so because there’s 
paint on the street,” he told Newsdesk follow- 
ing the hearing, adding that not all business- 
es are hostile toward the idea - Fadd Irish 
Pub, Halcyon, Rain, Oilcan Harry’s, and 
Dick Clark Architects welcome the plan. 

As for Korioth’s $10K wager, Huddleston 
said wryly: “I’m happy to take him up on it.” 

The Arts Commission will factor in the 
stakeholder input and comments posted on 
SpeakupAustin! and take a vote on Nov. 17. 
The commission is expected to submit rec- 
ommendations to Council for their action on 
the crosswalks on Nov. 20, and on the dona- 
tion policy at their final meeting of the year, 
Dec. 11.

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Cop Fights Law ... Law Wins 

APD OFFICER SUSPENDED AFTER DEFENDING BUEHLER 


On Oct. 30, Officer Jermaine Hopkins 
found himself out of a job with the Austin 
Police Department. Police Chief Art Ace- 
vedo suspended the four-year veteran for 
insubordination, unreasonable disruption 
of a workplace, and acts bringing discredit 
upon the department. News 
of the suspension came 
less than a week after 
Hopkins emailed Commander 
Andrew Michael and Chief 
Acevedo’s Administrative 
Lieutenant Tyson McGowan 
to inform them of his 
Municipal Court subpoena 
to testify in defense of 
Antonio Buehler, who had 
been indicted on charges 
that he’d disobeyed a law- 
ful order (see “Buehler 
Acquitted,” Oct. 31). 

However, the troubles 
between Hopkins and 
Acevedo began earlier, in Nov. 2013, when 
Acevedo issued the Army veteran an eight- 
day suspension for improperly arresting a 
woman in South Austin the previous May - 
APD had already put Hopkins on restricted 
duty and house arrest in Sept. 2013, but the 
suspension was a formal reprimand. 
According to a disciplinary memo filed at 
the time of the suspension, Hopkins was in 
the middle of arresting a man suspected of 
serving alcohol to a minor when a woman 
approached and he decided to detain her. 


The endeavor didn’t come easily, resulting 
in the woman (later identified as Vanessa 
Price) being taken to the ground, hand- 
cuffed, and arrested for interference with 
public duties and resisting arrest. 

Hopkins’ commanders “had concerns 
regarding [his] handling of 
the call for service” and 
determined “that an 
Internal Affairs complaint 
would be filed.” Further, his 
commanders contacted the 
county attorney’s office to 
request the charges against 
Price be dropped. Hopkins 
issued a statement via 
Internal Affairs testifying 
that he “would have not 
handled the situation any 
differently, and that he 
believes that the charges 
filed against Mrs. Price 
were valid.” 

In April, after two previous medical 
examinations (one conducted by Hopkins’ 
own doctor and another by a city-appointed 
specialist), the Civil Service Commission, 
at Acevedo’s direction, ordered Hopkins to 
undergo an examination by a “three-mem- 
ber board of psychologists ... ‘to determine 
his mental fitness for duty.’” Upon that 
summoning, Hopkins wrote an email to 
City Manager Marc Ott claiming the chiefs 
order to be illegal. As Acevedo notes: 
“Contrary to APD policy, Officer Hopkins 


further claimed . . . that he was ‘required to 
disregard unlawful orders.’” Hopkins even- 
tually complied and was found on May 28 to 
be “fit for duty.” Acevedo reinstated him 
one day later. 

Hopkins spent the time between that 
reinstatement and October’s eventual ter- 
mination in a constant standoff with the city 
and APD. On June 15 Hopkins’ first term of 
restricted duty and house arrest ended. He 
returned to work the next day, but was 
again ordered to restricted duty and house 
arrest on June 23, after Acevedo cited him 
for insubordination - the result of commu- 
nicating outside his chain-of-command. 
Alone, in solitude, and convinced that his 
initial suspension was an act of discrimina- 
tion (Hopkins is African-American), he set 
forth with a series of formal complaints and 
open records requests, which Chief Acevedo 
continued to categorize as “harassing and 
antagonistic.” Emails show he notified Lt. 
McGowan of his intention to testify on 
Buehler’s behalf on Oct. 20. One day later, 
he learned of his eventual termination. 

On Sept. 18, Hopkins filed an Internal 
Affairs complaint citing APD’s failure to 
provide proper compensation for overtime 
hours, negligence on behalf of his chain-of- 
command, and improper distribution of 
unlawful orders. Nine days later, he learned 
that his complaint “does not rise to the level 
of a policy violation” and that it would be 
“administratively closed.” He currently has 
two outstanding appeals - one for each sus- 
pension - as well as a formal complaint of 
discrimination filed through the Equal 
Employment Opportunity Commission. 
His attorney advised him not to speak to 
the press about his standing with APD.

DISTRICT 9 POSTMORTEM 


After five years in office, Chris Riley will 
no longer be a City Council member. He 
announced Friday that he was withdrawing 
from the District 9 run-off against his col- 
league Kathie Tovo. 

Speaking Monday morning, Tovo told the 
Chronicle her victory showed that “District 9 
does want to see good planning at City 
Council” and “decisions that are reflective of 
the different neighborhoods.” “District 9 is a 
pretty diverse place,” she said. “As we move 
forward with land development code rewrite 
changes and other big policy changes, I 
believe it’s going to be very important for the 
Council to respect those differences.” 

Tovo plans to further contest the newly 
approved Austin Water usage rates via the 
Austin Water Utility Financial Plan as well 
as take up the issue of lower property taxes 
and other incentives for new companies mov- 
ing into the city. “We had a resolution that was 
posted on the agenda, but the resolution really 
needed some more work,” she said. “I’m 
hopeful to get that on for the 16th, but it need- 
ed a little more of my time.” Longer term, Tovo 
said she hopes to focus a keener eye on 
renewing talks about a potential park in the 
Crestview neighborhood where Austin 



Energy used to 
hold property, and 
mentioned an 
increased interest 
in examining 
affordable housing 
and property taxes. 

Riley’s departure 
means one less 
progressive voice at Council. Via telephone 
Monday, Riley recounted his proudest accom- 
plishments, laying out four achievements that 
center around drastic changes to city infra- 
structure - transportation, housing, sus- 
tainability, and urban planning and design 
- and furthering the city’s standing as a pro- 
gressive model (he pointed to his push for 
gender-neutral bathrooms and improved 
health benefits for same-sex couples). 

“When I grew up in Austin, it was always 
very easy to drive anywhere you needed to 
go,” he said, alluding to his recent work to 
make transportation network companies 
such as Uber and Lyft legal throughout the 
city. “As we’ve grown so quickly in recent 
years, we’ve come to realize that, at a cer- 
tain point, that doesn’t work so well ... 

What I’ve been trying to do is help rethink 


the way we treat 
our streets, mov- 
ing from a city 
that’s oriented 
towards cars to a 
city oriented 
towards people.” 

In that respect, 
Riley championed 
a wildly new vision 
of the city where 
he grew up, one 
he believes will continue to take form as mil- 
lennials develop an interest in voting. “That’s 
something that’s been commented on nation- 
ally,” he said of his struggles to get young 
voters out to the ballot box. With a run-off 
set to coincide with the beginning of UT’s 
winter break, it would have been difficult for 
him to have amassed the turnout needed 
from his younger supporters. 

With the decision now behind him, Riley 
says immediate future plans involve a good 
amount of travel and reading before eventual- 
ly settling into a position that will allow him 
to “create great places in Austin. 

“I’m not sure what kind of form that will 
take, but I like the idea of creating nice places 
for Austinites to live and hang out - whether 
that’s residential, mixed-use, or parks and 
plazas,” he said. - Chase Hoffberger

Obamacare, Take Two 

SECOND ACA ENROLLMENT PERIOD BEGINS 


On Saturday, Nov. 15, Obamacare enroll- 
ment begins again. While the first enroll- 
ment period got off to a disastrous start last 
year due to numerous technical difficulties, 
ultimately some 615,000 Texans were able 
to purchase health insurance using the 
Healthcare.gov marketplace. 

This second enrollment period is a chance 
for people who are uninsured to buy new 
plans, as well as a chance for those already 
enrolled to evaluate their plans, update their 
information, and decide whether a different 
plan might be a better fit, especially since 
new plans (there are 115 this year, compared 
to 80 last year) and insurance companies 
have been added to the mix this time around. 

The Affordable Care Act (ACA) has been 
greeted with hostility and suspicion by 
many Americans, including outgoing Texas 
Gov. Rick Perry. But at a press conference 
Monday, Nov. 11, U.S. Rep. Lloyd Doggett 
and members of Insure Central Texas were 
eager to clear up misconceptions. People 
might not like the sound of “Obamacare,” 


but that doesn’t mean they can’t benefit 
from being able to purchase health insur- 
ance that isn’t tied to their employer, or 
from tax subsidies to help them pay for that 
insurance. Doggett also made sure to men- 
tion that one of the important changes 
brought on by the ACA was the end of 
insurance companies being able to exclude 
pre-existing conditions from coverage. 

For example, Elizabeth Flandez lost her 
health insurance a few years ago after get- 
ting a divorce - she’d been covered by her 
husband’s plan. She had the option of buy- 
ing insurance from her own employer, but 
couldn’t afford the monthly premium. 
Instead, she chose to go to clinics and pay 
cash whenever she was sick. Then, last 
year, she was told she had a tumor. Luckily, 
she was able to enroll in an ACA plan with 
an affordable monthly premium - another 
part of the law defines “affordable cover- 
age” as costing no more than 9.5% of a per- 
son’s monthly income. Before the ACA, if 
she had tried to buy insurance after receiv- 


ing a diagnosis, she would have likely had 
to pay for any costs related to that condition 
herself, assuming an insurance company 
was willing to cover her at all. 

Buying health insurance can be extreme- 
ly daunting. It’s even more confusing when 
a customer has never had coverage before. 
Gary Amaon, a volunteer ACA navigator, 
said it’s common for him to have to explain 
how insurance works to people who come in 
for assistance. However, Austinites intimi- 
dated by the prospect of Healthcare.gov can 
find knowledgable, free guidance seven 
days a week from the navigators at the 
Insure Central Texas Highland Mall loca- 
tion. They have Spanish- and Arabic- 
speaking employees on hand, offer Viet- 


When it comes to policing, the good people 
of Orange County, Fla., are lucky, because 
they’ve got the astonishing law-enforcement 
team of DBPR (Department of Business and 
Professional Regulation) and 0CS0 (Orange 
County Sheriff’s Office) on the beat, eager to 
stop any possible criminal activity. Consider 
just one example of the truly incredible vigi- 
lance of this dynamic policing duo. 

The DBPR/0CS0 target in this case was a 
suspicious enterprise calling itself Strictly 
Skillz, and the agents spent a month carefully 
planning a joint sweep operation, including a 
fully armed SWAT team. On the day of the raid, 
the team first sealed off the parking lot; next, 
two undercover cops entered to size up the 
danger; and then - BAM! - the SWAT team hit 
the unsuspecting suspects. Wearing riot gear 
and brandishing guns, the team seized half-a- 
dozen of the enterprise’s kingpins and cuffed 
them, while officers searched the premises for 


namese-language services on Mondays and 
Saturdays, and can schedule appointments 
with interpreters for people who speak 
other languages. 

Unfortunately, some of the Texans most 
in need of affordable health insurance 
aren’t going to be able to find it on 
Healthcare.gov. The ACA was designed to 
expand Medicaid coverage to low-income 
people. However, it’s up to individual states 
to choose whether to go ahead and offer 
Medicaid to more of their adult residents. 
In Texas, this has meant that more than 1 
million people who would qualify under the 
expansion have no coverage, and don’t 
make enough money to get tax subsidies to 
help pay for insurance (though they can 
still enroll their children in Medicaid or 
CHIP and purchase an ACA plan for them- 
selves at full cost). 

Elizabeth Colvin, director of Insure 
Central Texas, stressed that even if some- 
one believes they’re in the “Medicaid Gap,” 
they should still come by and discuss their 
options with a navigator, who can check to 
see whether they’re accurately projecting 
their income for the next year, help make 
sure their children have insurance, and 
offer referrals for other local health care 
assistance programs if they turn out not to 
be eligible for ACA assistance after all. 

For his part, Doggett hopes that Texas 
will change its mind about expanding 
Medicaid. If nothing else, it could help cut 
taxes if the state accepted the federal 
Medicaid money. “If you’re not moved by 
your heart, get moved by your pocketbook,” 
he said. -Amy Kamp

more than an hour. 

You might assume that this was a narcot- 
ics operation, but no. In fact, Strictly Skillz is 
a barbershop. What possible criminal activity 
led to such a militaristic show of brute force? 
“Barbering without a license.” That’s only a 
second degree misdemeanor, but even it was 
not violated in this case, for all licenses at 
the shop were valid. DBPR could’ve deter- 
mined that by a routine inspection, but 
instead, OCSO got involved and decided to 
muscle the barbers. Why? Because ... well, 
because it has a SWAT team and a military 
mentality, so it thinks it’s above the law. 

In this case, a federal court not only 
yanked this abusive duo’s constitutional 
chain, but also ridiculed its Keystone Kops 
routine of SWATing at barbers. But it’s not 
funny - for police now run thousands of 
these farcical SWAT raids a year, and are 
rarely held accountable.

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Florida police swat at barbers 
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JAILED BEFORE BIRTH 

On August 13 of this year, Shela 
Williams went into induced labor in order 
to deliver her son, Israel, who had died in 
the womb. She labored throughout the night 
into the next day, while chained to her bed 
with a guard standing watch, until she finally 
gave birth. 

Israel’s due date wasn’t until Nov. 16. 

But Williams’ pregnancy was high risk, and 
she needed specialized care, which she had 
been receiving until she was sent to the 
Travis County Jail for a probation violation. 
It’s impossible to know how things would 
have turned out for Israel if Williams had 
gotten the same care in jail as she’d been 
receiving outside of it, but it’s clear her 
baby’s death haunts Williams. 

Last Thursday (Nov. 6), she stood silently 
before the Texas Commission on Jail 
Standards (TCJS) and cried while Kellee 
Coleman told her story. Coleman works 
with Mama Sana/Vibrant Woman, a local 
collective of midwives and doulas. Along 
with other organizations, including the 
Texas Jail Project, the ACLU of Texas, 
and Amnesty International USA, Mama 
Sana has been asking the TCJS to enforce 
the standards of care required by law, to 
improve those standards, and to track 
infant and maternal mortality in Texas jails. 
“Babies don’t have to die unnecessarily,” 
said Coleman. 

Later Williams elaborated on what had 
happened to her and Israel. While she was 
pregnant, some of the nurses tried to do 
what they could for her, but they didn’t 
always have enough resources to help her. 
Most of the guards were less sympathetic, 
and saw no reason to treat Williams any dif- 
ferently than the rest of the inmates. 

After Israel died, Williams wanted to be 
able to attend his funeral. For whatever rea- 
son, at the last minute, her request was 
denied without explanation. She feels espe- 
cially heartbroken over that; she never got 
to say goodbye properly. She said her older 
son, who is 6, still asks her why she didn’t 
go to Israel’s funeral. 

Her story is not an isolated incident, nor 
a case of bad luck. Even though Texas jails 
are required by law to provide adequate 
nutrition and medical care to pregnant 
women, scores of inmates and their fami- 
lies are claiming that isn’t happening. 
Although sheriffs and jail staff are often 
suspicious of these claims, the TCJS mem- 
bers did appear to show genuine concern 
Thursday. They’ve been working with Mama 
Sana and the Texas Jail Project to find ways 
to improve the current situation, although 
advocates worry that the results might not 
materialize, or might be contrary to what 
they intended. 

However, the current laws requiring cer- 
tain medical care for pregnant inmates were 
passed recently, in 2009, and only after lob- 
bying by the Texas Jail Project and other 
groups. In order to get those standards 
enforced and improved, inmates, their fami- 
lies, and their advocates will have to contin- 
ue making sure the issue stays on the 
agenda of the TCJS. -Amy Kamp

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Getting to Zero 



Will Austin’s green self-image be realized 
in its “zero waste” goals?

As the crow flies, it’s about 10 miles from 
the Capitol to the Texas Disposal Systems 
landfill, where Austin’s city-collected resi- 
dential trash goes to be forever entombed. 
From a vantage point near the peak of the 
85-foot-tall hill, the Downtown skyline rises 
in blue-gray peaks on the horizon. If it 
weren’t for the noise of the compactors 
squeezing the trash into the earth, you could 
imagine blissfully watching the sunset here. 

Trash generation isn’t a category in 
which Austin wants to be at the top of the 
heap, and over the past decade the city has 
adopted ambitious goals to reduce the waste 
it generates. In fact, “waste” as a concept is 


a bit passe: The city officially views the left- 
over stuff you put in your garbage can as 
“resources” that could be repaired, reused, 
recycled, or composted instead of land- 
filled. The Austin Resource Recovery Mas- 
ter Plan, adopted in December 2011, estab- 
lished the goal of achieving “zero waste” by 
2040, meaning the city will divert the mate- 
rials that would have gone to the landfill to 
other, more environmentally friendly ends. 

“The descriptor is ‘zero waste, or pretty 
darn close,”’ says Rick Cofer, chair of the Zero 
Waste Advisory Commission, “and generally 
that’s meant to be a 95 percent reducing of 
waste that’s sent to landfills. It’s a philosophy 


that the leftover material from commerce and 
life has an economic value as a commodity, 
and that by treating it as a resource you can 
get more value out of it. It’s green environ- 
mentally, but it can also be economical.” 

Austin introduced single-stream recy- 
cling in 2008, and the diversion rate 
increased from 30% to about 36%. Under the 
leadership of director Bob Gedert, hired in 
February 2010, the department has even 
changed its name from Solid Waste Services 
to Resource Recovery to reflect the new 
perspective. 

But since the (literal) rollout of the single- 
stream blue carts, progress has stalled. A 
series of benchmark goals along the way to 
2040 call for incremental increases in diver- 
sion, or the percentage of waste kept out of 
landfills. The target for 2015 is a 50% diver- 
sion. But since the post- 
single-stream jump to 
36%, Austin’s diversion 
rate has increased by only 
four percentage points. 

“We call ourselves a 
green city,” Gedert says, 

“but only 72 percent of 
residents are recycling, 
and only 60 percent of 
recyclables are actually 
getting in the bins.” 

Changing the numbers to 
match Austin’s self-image 
requires a shift away from 
the very idea of “trash” to 
seeing discarded items as 
“materials.” It demands 
that residents and busi- 
nesses see both an environ- 
mental and a financial 
value in those materials. 

Without such a change, the 
city is literally throwing 
money away. 

WHATCHA GONNA DO 
WITH ALL THAT JUNK? 

The “working face” is the 
area of a landfill where 
trash is being dumped. 

TDS’ landfill southeast of 
Austin, near Creedmoor, 
takes in 2,500 to 3,000 tons 
of waste each day from 
Austin and 90 other communities. Waste 
Management, the city’s other working land- 
fill, processes 1,200 tons a day. (A third 
landfill, run by Republic Services, will stop 
taking waste over the next year. The city’s 
municipal landfill on FM 812 closed when 
the nearby airport expanded.) 

Even as trucks from Austin Resource 
Recovery and private hauling companies 
empty their loads into the working face, 
landfill compactors - front-end loaders with 
giant spiked wheels - roll over the pile, 
back up, and roll again. TDS’ business 
development specialist (and tour guide) 
Adam Gregory says the goal is to crush 
everything into a third its original volume. 
From 30 yards away, the working face 
exudes a faint sour-milk odor. The trash is a 
rainbow of color, but a few things stand out. 
Mattresses. Lots of plastic water bottles. 


“You can walk around in there and find 
things that should have never been put in a 
trash can, that should have been recycled,” 
Gregory says. “But what needs to happen is 
for folks to do the sorting before things get 
here. It’s just not economically feasible for 
us to take every single truck and do a sort- 
ing process on it. What’s really going to 
have an effect on diversion is the individual 
mindset of the consumers.” 

Every waste-reduction effort by consum- 
ers cuts down on the tonnage coming 
through TDS’ gates, and could theoretically 
reduce the company’s earnings from gate 
fees. But diversion and waste reduction also 
extend the life of the landfill, just as com- 
pacting the trash does. At the current rate 
of waste generation, TDS has about 30 years 
of capacity, Gregory says, but “if we can 
fundamentally change 
how much is being pro- 
duced, combined with an 
expansion of our landfill 
and technology advanc- 
ing to where we can divert 
certain streams that 
weren’t able to be divert- 
ed before, we’ll have over 
100 years left.” James 
“Bubba” Smith, Waste 
Management’s senior dis- 
trict manager for Central 
Texas landfills, says his 
company’s facility has 15 
years left. “I encourage 
recycling because the lon- 
ger this landfill will be 
here, the longer Bubba 
will have a job,” he quips. 

The city’s 72%-of-resi- 
dents-recycling figure 
comes from a 2012 survey 
conducted by Resource 
Recovery pickup crews 
and route supervisors in 
20 neighborhoods, and it 
represents the number of 
single-family homes set- 
ting out the blue recycling 
cart on their designated 
pickup day. “We think 
there’s a certain part of 
the population that hasn’t 
endorsed recycling, so we 
need to tug them in,” Gedert says. The 
department is working on a follow-up sur- 
vey that will break the numbers down on a 
neighborhood-by-neighborhood level and 
try to identify the barriers to recycling. 

The conclusion that only 60% of house- 
hold recyclables are getting into the bins is 
based on comparing Austin’s pounds-per- 
household with general EPA guidelines. 
Gedert’ s hypothesis is that since most peo- 
ple collect their recycling in the kitchen, 
items from other parts of the house - sham- 
poo bottles in the bathroom, newspapers in 
the den - often don’t make it into the bin. 
The city is conducting another study to 
determine exactly what recyclable materi- 
als are “leaking” into the landfill. 

As sobering as these numbers are, they’re 
only part of the story: one-quarter, to be

exact. Resource Recovery collects trash and 
recycling from roughly 186,000 single-fami- 
ly homes and fewer than 3,000 commercial 
customers, which together generate about a 
quarter of the material hauled to area land- 
fills. (The city sends about 477 tons to the 
TDS landfill daily.) The rest is collected by 
57 private companies that haul commercial 
waste. These businesses - Central Texas 
Refuse, Progressive Waste Solutions, Waste 
Management - haul waste and recycling 
from properties like retail stores, restau- 
rants, industrial facilities, and hospitals. 
Haulers distinguish between “residential” 
and “commercial” properties based on the 
container they use: Rolling carts are resi- 
dential; Dumpsters are commercial. 
Because multifamily residences (anything 
larger than a three-plex) use Dumpsters for 
waste collection, they’re categorized with 
commercial properties. 

Commercial and multifamily properties 
are regulated by the Universal Recycling 
Ordinance, a city rule that 
takes effect in stages. 

Beginning with the larg- 
est properties in 2012, the 
URO phases in smaller 
properties each October 
until 2017, when every 
establishment in the city 
will be required to offer 
recycling. This year’s reg- 
ulations included com- 
mercial properties larger 
than 50,000 square feet 
and multifamily proper- 
ties with more than 25 
units. Affected businesses 
are required to provide 
conveniently located, 
clearly labeled recycling 
facilities for paper, plastic, 
aluminum, glass, and 
cardboard (or approved 
substitute materials), and 
to provide bilingual recy- 
cling education for their 
tenants and employees. 

At a recent URO lunch- 
and-learn at the County 
Line on the Lake restau- 
rant, members of ARR’s 
business outreach team 
explained the require- 
ments to roughly 35 prop- 
erty managers and busi- 
ness owners who ate bar- 
becue and drank from plastic cups that a 
server promised would be recycled. 
Attendees’ questions suggested that while 
ARR had mailed notifications to property 
owners and some tenants, not all commer- 
cial property managers were aware of the 
requirements. 

Tisha Shipman, a property manager for 
several multifamily residences primarily in 
the UT area, said she and her boss hadn’t 
realized her company’s three apartment 
complexes that have more than 25 units 
were already affected by the URO. “We are 
definitely having to get a jump on this and 
implement it to make sure we’re in compli- 


ance,” she said, noting that her first step 
would be to call the company’s hauler and 
inquire about rates for recycling. Tenants at 
some residences had already requested 
recycling and set out bins, she said, but it 
was unclear where the maintenance staff 
had taken the contents. 

WHAT GOES AROUND COMES AROUND 

When materials do make it into the recy- 
cling container, they’re hauled to a “materi- 
als recovery facility,” or MRF (pronounced 
“merf”). The city’s recycling trucks take 
recycling from customers south of the river 
to the TDS MRF in Creedmoor, adjacent to 
its landfill, and materials from those on the 
north side to Balcones Resources, south of 
Highway 290 on Johnny Morris Road. 

At the MRFs, materials such as paper, 
plastic, and metals are separated and baled 
for shipping elsewhere, often overseas, for 
remanufacture. At TDS the MRF separates 
loads of recycling into their various mate- 
rial components via a system of overlap- 
ping conveyor belts remi- 
niscent of an M.C. Escher 
drawing. A combination 
of hand sorting and 
mechanical screening 
systems divides card- 
board from plastic from 
metal from nonrecycla- 
bles. “We get everything 
including the kitchen 
sink,” Gregory says. 
“Small motors and brake 
drums, leather purses.” 
Austin generates far 
more glass than cities of 
comparable size, likely a 
reflection of its collegiate 
drinking culture. Glass is 
actually a headache for 
recycling facilities, 
because the market for it 
is poor, because it’s heavy 
to transport, and because 
broken glass essentially 
sandblasts the equipment. 
Plastic is much easier to 
recycle. 

The sorted materials are 
compressed into giant 
bales - 35,000 crushed alu- 
minum cans form a glit- 
tering half-ton cube - and 
sold when commodity 
prices are right. But 
Gregory says TDS would 
prefer to process and remanufacture the 
materials on-site, as the company will even- 
tually do at an eco-indus trial park next 
door. (The city announced plans for its own 
eco-industrial park earlier this year, to be 
located at its closed FM 812 landfill; see 
“City Plans ‘[reJManufacture’ for Landfill,” 
Aug. 8.) 

It’s economical - for businesses, cities, 
and households - to recycle. “We write 
checks to customers within our company 
that total between $800,000 and a million 
dollars a month,” says Kerry Getter, CEO of 
Balcones Resources, which contracts with 
not just the city, but also with UT, the State 


Capitol complex, 3M, and other commercial 
entities. The company charges businesses 
to haul their recyclables away, but it buys 
their materials. Often the hauling charge is 
eclipsed by the share of the material sales 
returned to the business. 

On the city level, “recycling is cheaper 
than trash, and we get better rates on recy- 
cling with a higher volume,” Gedert says. 
The city negotiates contracts with TDS and 
Balcones for the fees it pays to process its 
materials (about 213 tons per day) through 
the MRFs, as well as a revenue- sharing 
agreement for the money those materials 
bring when sold. Prices depend on overseas 
commodity markets, but the greater volume 
and purity (meaning containers are clean), 
the better the price. Depending on the mar- 
ket, Austin sometimes owes the MRFs 
money, and sometimes it gets money back. 

The city pays $21 per ton to add trash to 
the TDS landfill and between $75 and $90 to 
process recyclables, but in September its 
net bill for recycling processing was only 
about 30% of those charges because of the 
money it gets back through revenue shar- 
ing. “The more tonnage we divert, the less 
we pay for landfilling,” Gedert says. “For 
every dollar I save, I’ve got a dollar to invest 
in recycling equipment.” 

Even at the household level, becoming a 
more diligent recycler can save money. The 


city offers one size of recycling cart (96 gal- 
lons) but four different trash carts ranging 
from 24 gallons for $15.20 per month to 96 
gallons at $40.15 per month. Putting more 
recyclables in the blue bin can let a resi- 
dence downsize trash carts and save money. 

THROWING AWAY MONEY 

If recycling is green in more than one 
way, why don’t more people do it? Gedert’ s 
hypothesis - that residential recyclers just 
get lazy when they get farther from the bin 
- will be tested by ARR’s upcoming waste 
composition studies. In addition to educa- 
tion, zero-waste leaders such as San 
Francisco levy fines for not recycling or 
contaminating recycling with trash, a strat- 
egy both Cofer and Andrew Dobbs of Texas 
Campaign for the Environment say would 
help in Austin. 

On the business side, lack of compliance 
with the URO may result from a lack of 
awareness (as in the case of some at the 
County Line lunch) or from the perception 
that the potential $2,000 per day penalty for 
violations isn’t being enforced. “Sometimes 
the city wants to do more carrot-over-stick 
actions, but businesses really understand it 
when you’re hitting them in the pocket,” says 
Stacy Guidry, chair of the Austin Zero Waste 
Alliance, a watchdog and advocacy group.

Tenants and employees can’t recycle if 
they don’t know they’re supposed to. One 
requirement of the URO is education for 
tenants and staff, within 30 days of hire or 
move-in. It can take the form of mailers, 
emails, presentations at neighborhood and 
homeowners’ association meetings, and 
training for janitorial staff. 

The city’s business outreach team works 
to bring companies into compliance, which 
includes providing some of this education. 
Their efforts are supplemented by contrac- 
tors like Albert Castro, a public involve- 
ment coordinator with Concept Develop- 
ment & Planning, who recently went door- 
to-door at Foundation Communities’ Sierra 
Ridge Apartments in South Austin. Castro 
and colleagues spoke with residents - pri- 
marily in Spanish - about recycling proto- 
cols, and distributed small recycling bins 
that fit under the apartments’ sinks. 

“We found that this kind of outreach 
really does work: going door-to-door, talk- 
ing to people, doing demonstrations, and 
showing them one-on-one,” he said. “It’s 
nice to go explain to them that they don’t 
have to go out of their way” to recycle. Last 
fall, efforts by Foundation Communities 
and Resource Recovery staff at the non- 
profit’s Daffodil Apartments helped increase 
recycling so much that the complex added a 
second weekly recycling pickup. 

TCE’s program director Dobbs and exec- 
utive director Robin Schneider say that 
when educating the public, the city needs to 
hit more than one note about the benefits of 
recycling. Arguments about landfill space 
and climate change resonate with people 
who already identify as environmentalists, 
but equally strong arguments can be made 
about justice and economic development. 
“If you throw this stuff in the trash, you’re 
dumping it on somebody’s neighborhood,” 
Dobbs says, “and those somebodies tend to 
be people of color, low-income folks, and 
rural marginalized populations. But if we 
recycle this stuff we can give those same 
communities jobs and opportunity.” 

Quantifying that data would go even 
further, Guidry suggests. “We need to find 
out, if we’re diverting an extra 1,200 tons 
from the landfill every year, how many 
jobs does that equate to? What is the aver- 
age savings that businesses experience 
because they started complying with zero- 
waste policies? If I could see four graphs 
on my utility bill that say ‘businesses are 
diverting this, they’re creating this many 
jobs, this has been saved from the landfill, 
[they’ve reduced] greenhouse gas emis- 
sions [by this much]’ - that’s what people 
need to see to say, ‘That makes sense, 
that’s relatable to my life, and now I’m 
going to pitch in and help make those 
numbers stronger.’” 

And, Gregory says, anyone in the indus- 
try will tell you that reaching kids is the 
most effective form of education, “because 
then they go home and ask their parents 
why they aren’t doing the recycling they do 
at school. No one’s better at shaming people 
into doing stuff than their kids.” 
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AUSTIN’S ZERO WASTE HISTORY 

The zero-waste movement in Austin 
began coalescing in late 2001, when TCE 
canvassers, then focused primarily on air 
pollution, went door-to-door in Northeast 
Austin and heard complaints about the 
nearby landfills. Shortly thereafter, says 
Schneider, the organization was approached 
by the Electronics TakeBack Coalition to 
join a campaign requiring manufacturers to 
be responsible for the end-of-life recycling 
of their products. Within a few months, TCE 
had shifted its focus from air pollution to 
waste and recycling. 

In 2005 then-mayor Will Wynn signed 
Austin on to the U.N. Environmental 
Accords and a citizens group working with 
a consultant developed the Zero Waste Stra- 
tegic Plan adopted by the city in January 
2009. Around the same time, 
environmental leaders like 
Schneider and Guidry formed 
the Austin Zero Waste Alliance 
and, later, the umbrella group 
Central Texas Zero Waste 
Alliance to make sure there 
was a plan for implementation 
and enforcement. Gedert was 
hired in 2010, with the strong 
support of AZWA, and in 2011 
his Solid Waste Services 
department renamed itself 
Austin Resource Recovery. 

Trash and recycling have 
been lifelong concerns for 
Gedert, who grew up in a fami- 
ly of eight and was responsible for taking 
the trash out to the curb. He remembers 
analyzing the family’s household trash for a 
sixth-grade science project. Later, in the 
Sixties and Seventies, he was a “Dumpster 
diver,” looking for recyclable s in the trash. 
His job in Austin is essentially the same, 
albeit on a much bigger scale. 

Austin is regarded as a zero-waste leader, 
at least in its Resource Recovery Master 
Plan, adopted in December 2011. Dallas fol- 
lowed in 2013, planning to divert 40% of 
waste by 2020 and “maximize diversion” by 
2040. San Antonio passed a “pathways to 
zero waste” plan to recycle 60% of materials 
collected by the solid waste department by 
2025. Out-of-state benchmark cities include 
Seattle, which plans to divert 70% of its 


waste by 2025, and San Francisco, which 
has a zero-waste-by-2020 goal and was 
diverting more than 75% of materials by 
2010. However, the rules and the context 
are different in California, where state law 
requires communities to work toward a 
minimum of 50% diversion. 

ACCEPTING RESPONSIBILITY 

Gedert applauds Austin’s self-proclaimed 
green identity, because that community 
value results in funding for diversion and 
recycling operations. But Austin’s growth 
makes it difficult to keep up, especially 
when many people move here from cities 
without a zero-waste culture. “I’m trying to 
change the perception of the public that 
this is not waste - this is resources,” he says, 
“and every new resident moving in needs 
that education.” 

Meanwhile, the framework 
for a construction and demoli- 
tion recycling ordinance - for 
materials such as concrete, 
Sheetrock, and lumber - is 
being developed by the Zero 
Waste Advisory Commission 
with input from stakeholders 
in the industry. City Council 
will vote on the content of the 
future ordinance in December. 

Phase 2 of the URO will 
require, by 2018, every busi- 
ness in Austin with a food ser- 
vice permit to divert organic 
material, which in many cases 
will mean contracting with a compost col- 
lector. The city is also determining how to 
handle organics generated by its residential 
customers. ARR is running a pilot curbside 
organics collection program with 14,000 
residences and will deliver a report to 
Council by January. 

“We’ve made tremendous progress in this 
town in a short amount of time,” says Cofer, 
the commission chair. “There are still some 
significant steps like the full implementa- 
tion of the URO and a composting agenda, 
and a commitment to construction- and 
demolition-waste diversion, and ultimately 
making recycling a mandatory act like it is 
in a lot of large cities. Because we are all in 
this together, and this is a good example of 
a shared responsibility.” ■

The New York 
Times cost one penny, and that day the 
paper headlined a White House meeting 
about the German sub attack on the 
RMS Lusitania that killed 1,198 civilians 
(128 Americans). 

Page 2: “American Burned Alive by 
Turks” and “Allied Guns Damage Many 
Enemy Positions.” 

William S. Hart starred in Hell’s Hinges. 
Enrico Caruso sang Rigoletto. 

Michael Luciano spoke no English until 
he entered public school, then grew to 
speak the language sonorously, grammati- 
cally, and dramatically. It was often said 
of him: “He can talk the handle off a cof- 
fee pot.” 

Clelia Rosalee Scandurra was born on 
Saturday, September 21, 1918. The New 
York Times now cost two cents. 

The day before, the paper announced: 
“Our Casualties Abroad Now Total 35,132.” 
Also: “Report Reds Burned Czarina 

and Family.” 

The day of Clelia Rosalee’s birth, the 
Times headlined: “Germans Intrench to 
Stop Our Advance. ... Turks Routed in 
Palestine.” 

Page 5: “Declares America Is World 
Leader.” 

A1 Jolson was on Broadway. So was D.W. 
Griffith’s Hearts of the World. 

Clelia Rosalee was raised in the Sicilian 
village of Venetico. Her mother was an 
evangelistic pianist, her father an atheist 
cornetist. She didn’t learn English until she 
emigrated to the U.S. in 1929. In high 
school, she won a prize for reading more 
library books (in English) than any girl in 
New York City. No one ever 
bested her in an argument 
but me, and only once: 

“Ma, Pa never won an 
argument with you, did he?” 

“No.” Her no always 
sounded like a quietly 
slammed door. 

“That’s too bad, isn’t it, 

Ma? ’Cause nobody’s right 
all the time.” 

Not quite five feet tall, she 
stared down the big fears, 
split in two more than once, taught her chil- 
dren beauty, and gave her eldest, me, a sort 
of prime directive: “Never get on your 
knees to anybody.” 

Clelia Rosalee married Michael Luciano 
September 15, 1940. Their mentor, Rep. 
Vito Marcantonio, was a wedding guest. 
(He’s worth looking up.) 

That Sunday, the Times bannered: 
“Improved London Defenses Repel Nazi 
Raids. ... Italy Advances In Egypt. ... 
Congress Votes Conscription, Age Limit 21 
to 35.” 


Gone With the Wind was still in its first 
run, Errol Flynn starred in The Sea Hawk, 
John Garfield and Frances Farmer in 
Flowing Gold. 

According to next day’s paper, during my 
parents’ celebration, Germany flew 400 war- 
planes across the English Channel and the 
RAF downed 185. It was the climax of the 
Battle of Britain. 

December 1940: In a picture called 
Comrade X, Clark Gable’s character told 
Hedy Lamarr’s, “You can’t have a revolu- 
tion with people who believe in hot dogs 
and boogie-woogie.” That vexed my pas- 
sionately Communist parents. 

October 31, 1945. The name on the birth 
certificate is Michael Vincent Ventura. 
Three days before, my father was dis- 
charged from the Army. Eleven weeks 
before, the U.S. incinerated Hiroshima 
and Nagasaki. 

My mother spent that war staffing 
Manhattan’s Italian- American radical week- 
ly L’Unitd del Popolo, working closely with 
Giuseppe Berti. Postwar, Berti became an 
important Italian Communist. I suspect it 
was he who recruited my parents into a 
Soviet spy ring. My father was a reluctant 
functionary; my mother was the spy. It 
seems having four children was a good cover. 
The FBI peeked, questioned, but did not 
arrest. Lucky me. (My parents abandoned 
their fraught sideline sometime in 1953.) 

On the Wednesday I was born, The New 
York Times cost three cents, and the world 
of 1945 was edgy about atomic bombs. Page 
one reported that British and American 
leaders would discuss “the problems to 
which the discovery of atomic energy have 
given rise.” 

Page 2: “World’s Top Navy Voted by the 
House ... to Crush Aggression 
With Irresistible Force.” Page 
6: “War Ban Is Urgent, 515 
Scientists Say,” and “Russia 
is confident her scientists will 
develop the atomic bomb.” 
John Wayne starred in 
Back to Bataan. Joan 
Crawford in Mildred Pierce. 

Oct. 31, 1974, exactly 29 
years after my arrival, The 
New York Times cost 20 
cents and the free-for-all 
Austin Sun hit the streets with my first 
piece. 

The Times’ Page 1: “Kissinger Plans 
‘Salvage’ Visit to Middle East - Upset By 
Arab Meeting.” Page 5: “‘Terrorism’ or 
Liberation Struggles?” and “Israeli Craft 
Shell Camp In Lebanon.” Page 12: 
“Kissinger Assures India That C.I.A. 
Won’t Interfere.” 

Movies: Chinatown, Deep Throat, The 
Texas Chain Saw Massacre. 

Headlines are announcements from the 
world that calls itself “the world,” beyond 
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which lies the world that is ours, no matter 
where bombs fall - a world of gestures; 
glances; utterances; runny noses; night- 
mares; prayers; guffaws; private parts; para- 
disiacal hopes; and Heraclitus, who whis- 
pers, “All men think” - myriad unnewswor- 
thy moments happening again and again, 
each time uniquely, and, if they don’t hap- 
pen, nothing else happens. 

This must be remembered every time we 
read a headline. 

To be a human being is an incomprehen- 
sible adventure that will make of you a 
marvelous catastrophe. 

A marvelous catastrophe. Like a little 
big bang. 

With no notion of the farthest outcomes 
of your actions. 

The Austin Sun paid $35 for my first 
piece. I had no other money. Slept on sofas 
of people I didn’t know. (Thank you.) 
Holding that Sun in my hands was the hap- 
piest and most confusing moment that had 
yet happened to me. 

I knew my Sun piece was really good, and 
I knew, on no evidence, that this was the 
beginning of a life that would truly be mine. 
Dizzying. I know now how fortunate I am to 
have had such a day. 

That day expanded 40 full years to this 
day, Oct. 31, 2014. 

The early edition’s front page is curiously 
peaceful, but the world is not: “New Russian 
Boldness Revives Cold War Tradition” (p.7), 
“Sunni Tribesmen Say ISIS Exacts Brutal 
Revenge” (p.8), “American Drone Strike 
Kills 6 in Pakistani Tribal Area” (p.8), 


“Sweden Gives Recognition to Palestinians” 

(p.10). 

A Sicilian proverb haunts me (I’d like for 
it not to be true.): “Everything must change, 
so that everything may remain the same.” 
As the lyric has it, “The fundamental 
things apply.” 

It is 3:01am. I wanted to complete my 
40th year as a working writer, come hell or 
high water, because I like closing circles, 
and, anyway, I’m a romantic, which is 
more fun than a lot of other things one 
can be. 

Beyond the world that calls itself “the 
world,” in the world which is ours and 
which is everywhere, an elderly individual, 
me, will enjoy the beginning of his 70th 
year in the inviting dark of 4am, sipping 
whiskey-laced tea, bundled against the 
chill, sitting on a bench in the park across 
the street, thinking whatever, feeling this 
and that, and watching a small part of the 
world that is ours wake up to a day that is 
far more unpredictable than most people 
would prefer. 

Hey: Good luck to you. 

For myself, now there’s nothing between 
me and my novel but me, and nothing to do 
but write it. Live it. Write it. Scary shit. No 
column. Just me. Crazy-exciting. (And, as 
my mother used to say, “Funny-peculiar.”) 
A friend asked, “So you’re quitting?” 

“I’m not quitting. I’m turning. Leaves 
turn color before they fall.” 

And the days become weeks, and the 
weeks become months, and the months 
become years. ■

Baby Beauty 

Amanda Collins, 28, took “beauty pageant 
mom” to the next level (down) earlier this 
year when she entered her daughter Luna in 
Britain’s UK Princess and Prince International 
- based entirely on Luna’s ultrasound scan at 
age 20 weeks. Said Collins, “As soon as I 
saw her image on the screen ... I knew she 
was a stunner.” Contest officials had accept- 
ed the scan application, and six weeks after 
birth, Luna was named runner-up in the 
Princess and Prince, and on top of that, four 
weeks later, runner-up in Miss Dreams UK. 

“All she has to do,” said Collins, “is lie in my 
arms and smile as I stroll down the catwalk.” 

Recurring Themes 

In September, at the annual 10-day Phuket 
Vegetarian Festival in Thailand (ostensibly pro- 
moting abstinence from eating meat), dozens 
of men pierced and sliced their mouths, 
cheeks and arms in religious devotion in a 
spectacle which, though blood-drenched, was 
supposedly free of pain (and subsequent 
scars) because the fanatics were in God- 
imposed trances. According to the Huffington 
Post UK, the display supposedly brings “good 
health, peace of mind, and spiritual cleansing,” 
and includes walking on hot coals and climb- 
ing blade-embedded ladders (both barefoot, of 
course), all to the accompaniment of fireworks 
and the ear-shattering pounding of drums. 

Brad Culpepper played defensive tackle for 
nine NFL seasons and, not surprisingly, 
applied for disability when he retired, since 
his medical folder listed 14 MRIs, head and 
knee trauma, and neurological and vision 
problems - which resulted in doctors declar- 
ing him “89 percent” disabled and the 
Fairmont Premier insurance company giving 
him a $175,000 settlement. Fairmont sued 
recently to get its money back, claiming that 
Culpepper is, and was, “exquisitely fit,” as 
evidenced by a September 2013 Tampa Bay 
Times feature on his gym workouts, and in his 
having earned a martial-arts Black Belt, and 
in his participation for 14 days in the grueling 
TV series Survivor: Blood vs. Water in 2013. 

Angry taxpayers and retail customers some- 
times protest their debt by paying the bill with 
containers of coins (especially pennies), but 
what if a company did that to a customer? A 
court had ruled that Adriana’s Insurance 
Services in Rancho Cucamonga, Calif., had 
unjustifiably ejected (and assaulted) 74-year- 
old Andres Carrasco from its office when he 
complained about a canceled policy, and 
ordered Adriana’s to pay him about $21,000. 
Consequently, in August, the still-irritated com- 
pany dropped off at least 16 buckets full of 
coins at the customer’s lawyer’s office. 


Several “News of the Weird” stories men- 
tioned body dysmorphic disorder-sufferers 
who sought the ultimate treatment: amputa- 
tion of healthy body parts on irrationally aes- 
thetic grounds, led by castration-desiring men. 
Now, 15-year-old Danielle Bradshaw of 
Tameside, England, also wants a useful leg 
amputated - but not irrationally. Her “develop- 
mental dysplasia” caused the amputation of 
her useless right leg, but the resultant stress 
on the left one has weakened it, and besides, 
having taken up competitive running, she 
wants Oscar Pistorius-style blades instead of 
her current prosthesis, which slows her down. 
However, no hospital has yet agreed to per- 
form the surgery, considering the leg’s contin- 
ued functionality and Bradshaw’s young age. 

Suitors Doing It Wrong 

1) “News of the Weird” stuck-in-chimney 
stories usually involve burglaries gone wrong, 
but when Genoveva Nunez-Figueroa, 30, was 
rescued by firefighters in a Thousand Oaks, 
Calif., chimney in October, it appeared only 
that she was unwantedly trying to visit an ex- 
boyfriend. (The police report diplomatically 
had her intent as “unclear.”) 2) In August, 
John Lind, 34, became the most recent frus- 
trated admirer so infatuated with a coworker 
that he was moved to ejaculate multiple 
times on her desk and into her coffee cup. 

He said he wanted her to “notice” him. 

Perspective: 

The most recent “segregated sidewalks” 
dispute in a community with a large, strict 
Orthodox Jewish population occurred in 
September in the English town of Stamford 
Hill, when Haredi Jews, trying to remove temp- 
tations, placed sidewalk signs (for an upcom- 
ing parade) reading, in English and Hebrew, 
“Women should please walk along this side 
of the road only” (since sect members are 
forbidden even to brush against people of the 
opposite sex except for close relatives). The 
Hackney council ordered the signs removed 
because befuddled, sometimes outraged, non- 
Haredis complained. 

Florida is well-known not just for its “stand 
your ground” defense to the use of deadly 
force, but to the pro-gun interpretation given it 
by some judges and juries. On the other 
extreme, however, the legislature has enacted 
an unusually severe penalty for any “aggravat- 
ed assault” that includes gunfire - a “manda- 
tory minimum” of 20 years in prison. Lee 
Wollard, now 59, faces a 2028 release date 
because he fired a warning shot into the wall 
of his home in 2006 to scare off his 16-year- 
old daughter’s boyfriend, who was threatening 


the girl. Judge Donald Jacobsen said in court 
that he disagreed with his own sentence, but 
that his oath required him to impose it. (In a 
similar 2012 “News of the Weird” Florida 
domestic violence “warning shot” case, 
Marissa Alexander, 31, remains in prison with 
a release date of 2032.) 

Though Americans seem sensitive to the 
issue of government’s use of “science” in 
policymaking, some agencies in Iceland 
believe it irrelevant (as “News of the Weird” 
mentioned in a 2009 item in which Alcoa 
was required to prove it was protecting 
Iceland’s underground “hidden people” before 
it was permitted to build a smelting plant). In 
September 2014, the municipal government 
of Fljotsdalsherad accepted its own official 
“truth” commission’s findings that the leg- 
endary Icelandic sea monster 
Lagarfljotsormur actually exists. (The mon- 
ster, about 100 yards long, has been seen 
slithering as recently as 2012. Government 
critics accused the council of pandering for 
tourism business.) 

In the most recent incident in which a driver 
actually ran over himself, a man in Aurora, 
Colo., suffered life-threatening injuries on 
October 26 when, as he backed out of his 
driveway, his front driver’s side tire ran over his 
head. He had jumped out the door to avoid a 
lit cigarette that had fallen into his jacket, and 
as he fell, he landed underneath the driver’s 
door as the van continued slowly in reverse. 

Update 

“News of the Weird” first mentioned the 
breakthrough treatment of “fecal transplants” 
in 2000 (to remedy the brutal diarrhea caused 
by Clostridium difficile infections) - in which 
large-intestine bacteria of a healthier relative is 
delivered to the patient’s gut - so that healthy 
bacteria kill off the germs causing the diarrhea. 
However, the procedure is awkward and incon- 
venient and requires a colonoscopy to deliver. 
Recently, researchers at Massachusetts 
General Hospital tried an alternative: placing 
healthy transplant poop into 30 large, stomach- 
acid-resistant capsules, to be ingested by 
mouth over two days. The regimen worked 
remarkably well for 14 of 20 patients, and for 
four of the remaining six on a second try.

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There and Back Again 


As you probably know, I’ve been watching a 
lot of horror movies lately, but nothing that 
prepared me for the massacre on Election 
Day. The Texas map currently looks like the 
lawnmower scene in Dead Alive, and my 
Facebook feed is littered with people 
announcing they’re “done” with Texas. 

I left Texas for the first time in 2001, but 
I’d been done with it for years. In high 
school, my best friend and I used to fanta- 
size about living in adjacent writers’ cabins in 
Vermont or a seaside cottage in Wales - 
some place where the leaves turned in 
autumn and the snow fell in winter, and we 
could wear thick woolen socks and read fat 
novels in front of a roaring fire. After gradua- 
tion, I slapped a bumper sticker that read 
“Don’t Mess With Texas Women” on my then- 
newish Toyota Camry and headed to the 
Pacific Northwest, where my friend was 
already living. 


Portland had it all: coffee shops staffed by 
emo baristas, one of the biggest bookstores 
in the world, a video store with a shelf dedi- 
cated to Norma Shearer, and a lenient atti- 
tude toward frizzy hair. I sat in a rocking chair 
reading Joan Didion essays out loud while my 
friend knitted scarves in front of a fire. (Or 
rather, a light-up plastic log that plugged into 
an outlet under the fireplace-shaped heating 
vent. It didn’t roar, but it whirred.) We were 
living the dream. We missed Texas like crazy. 

I was back within a year. 

The next time I was done with Texas, it 
was in the middle of a long, messy breakup. 

I applied to graduate school in English litera- 
ture because I had already missed MFA pro- 
gram deadlines and wanted 
to find a place in the world, 
quickly. The idea of a Ph.D. 
program helping anyone find 
anything quickly sounds hilari- 
ous to me now, but “life of 
the mind” was still a phrase I 
could use unironically at the 
time, and the University of 
Chicago seemed like a prom- 
ising beginning. 

I remember one magical 
night in Chicago when it 
seemed true. Leaving a party after midnight 
with three of my classmates - gabbing about 
books and films and the heady critical theory 
we were reading, the whole group suffused 
with a vague sense of mutual longing that 
hadn’t yet settled into a definite pattern 
excluding all but the two most attractive of 
us - we found ourselves walking home 
through a fresh blanket of bluish-white snow. 
The plows hadn’t come yet, and we trampled 
the white alleyways, hurling fresh armfuls of 
snow at each other, pushing each other down 
and rolling blissfully in drifts that glittered 
under the yellow street lamps. I don’t even 
remember feeling cold. 

Five years later, I trudged away from the 
subway stop through blackened snow in zero- 
degree weather for the hundredth time. I was 


accompanied by one of the fellows present 
on that first snowy night, who, in a strange fit 
of perversity, was now trying to convince me 
to date him, years after I’d lost interest. The 
whole thing made me tired. As we 
approached my poor Toyota Camry, no longer 
newish, dented and keyed after years of park- 
ing on the street, I saw that the faded “Don’t 
Mess With Texas Women” had been embel- 
lished. Beneath the sticker, someone had 
duct-taped a piece of paper bearing a legend 
in Sharpie: “... They all have HERPES.” 

It was time to go home. 

I’ll always come back to Texas. Until the 
dry grass goes up in flames that devour us 
all in a fiery inferno, I’ll come back. I’ve lived 
in places where they pay workers a living 
wage, I’ve lived in places where everyone’s a 
Democrat and folks have never been south of 
the Mason-Dixon Line or west of the 
Mississippi. I’ve seen a lot of leaves turn 
and a lot of snow fall. But I’ve also seen the 
Capitol building turn as orange as UT on 
game day for a woman’s right to determine 
her destiny. It’s not a sight I’ll ever forget. 

After last week’s bloodbath, it’s pretty hard 
not to feel done with Texas once again. Texas 
women - the wealthy, white, married ones at 
least - are partially to blame. Despite cries of 
“false consciousness!” on the Twitter feed, I 
believe these women knew exactly what they 
were doing. These are women who look after 
their own. I was raised by them; I looked up to 
them. Believe me, they will always find a way 
to get their teenage daughters safe abortions. 
They will fly them across state lines. They will 
do it quietly, without letting the neighbors or 
the church group know. Unlike the women who 
voted overwhelmingly for Wendy - Latinas and 
black women and unmarried women and 
women making less than $50,000 a year - 
they consistently vote to protect their hus- 
bands’ incomes, and thus 
they’ll always be able to buy 
the rights not guaranteed by 
the law. As birth control gets 
harder for the poor to obtain 
and abortions even harder, 
those women who can’t afford 
the hefty price tag for self- 
determination are, coinciden- 
tally, the same whose voting 
rights are being systematically 
gutted. Texas women are 
intended to disappear, like 
femmes couverts. 

But Texas women will not disappear. We 
will continue to view our lives as more than 
the sum of our reproductive parts. We will 
continue to demand better health care, not 
just for our own families, but for everyone. 

We will continue to demand better education, 
not just for our own children, but for our 
neighbors’ children. We will tell them about a 
time in Texas when it was illegal for women 
and black people to vote, when gay men were 
shot in broad daylight, and black men were 
lynched and people who spoke a different 
language were seen as less than human. 
What kind of world that was. We will fight at 
the ballot box to keep that world at bay. 

Make no mistake, they are going to keep 
messing with Texas women. But we’re not 
going anywhere. ■

Bringers of Joy 

20,000 Austin kids are happily learning to make positive 
changes in their lives through Creative Action

Head’s up, Austin: Some artists you’ve 
never heard of are teaching your children to 
build puppets and stand up to bullies; write 
plays and empathize with strangers; make 
stop-motion animation and become leaders. 

Or maybe you have heard of Creative 
Action, formerly Theatre Action Project, 
most likely from its afterschool programs, 
which offer a mix of creativity classes, 
homework help, and time for active play. 

Or its in-school plays and talkbacks on 
issues like dating violence and bullying. 

Or its teen programs, like the Changing 
Lives Ensemble conducted in partnership 
with SafePlace. Or Outside the Lines, an 
ensemble for LGBTQ teens and their allies. 

Maybe you saw CA artists this summer, 
knocking on doors in a low-income housing 
facility, saying, “Come on out and do the- 
atre with us! Sure, bring your cereal, and, 
yeah, pajamas are okay!” 

That’s CA in a nutshell, that last one. 
Karen LaShelle, who has led CA’s extraordi- 
nary growth since 2003 - in which time its 
annual operating budget has mushroomed 
from $40,000 to $2 million - says, “Bringing 
joy to schools and neighborhoods is really, 
really critical to what we do. And [it’s] part 
of why so many people come to Creative 
Action, want to be a part of it, and stay: It’s 
a very fulfilling thing to be a part of.” 

For a group that every year works with 
20,000 Austin-area kids, teaching them not 
just arts but also confidence in their ability 
to make positive change, Creative Action is 
surprisingly little-known. But with a new 
$3 million building opening in East Austin 
this week, it will soon be harder to ignore. 

I met LaShelle - a small, precise woman 
in her 30s, with freckles and a disarmingly 
wide smile - on the sun-dazzled concrete 
where that new building was taking shape. 
In search of a cool, quiet place to talk, we 
settled in the lobby of the next-door 
PeopleFund, another organization in this 
“Social Profit Village” (more on that below). 

As LaShelle spoke, it became clear that 
CA puts equal weight on the “creative” and 
“action” portions of its mission - or, as she 
puts it, their work is not just teaching arts 
but “more about whole child, really helping 
them to find out who they are, how they can 
help create positive change.” 

CA’s in-school program serves the most 
students, around 10,000 in 400 classrooms 
last year. But in terms of depth and inten- 
sity, CA’s after school program is the largest, 
serving 3,500 students for over three hours 
several days a week. 

The majority of CA’s students, 85%, are 
from low-income schools. But at the same 
time, says LaShelle, counting them off on 
her fingers, “We go to St. Stephen’s, we go 
to St. Andrew’s, we go to Trinity Episcopal.” 
Charging fees for afterschool programs in 


higher-income communities allows CA to 
offer the program for free at schools in 
lower-income neighborhoods. 

In Creative Action’s evening programs, 
making theatre about cyberbullying, dating 
violence, and homophobia turns teens from 
different backgrounds into close-knit fami- 
lies. LaShelle says one of CA’s “key guiding 
principles is creating a place where every- 
one feels like they belong.” Pale blue eyes 
grow brighter as she adds, “A place where, 
you know, a blind student, a lower-income 
student from a rural area, and an affluent 
student from a private school are all writing 
a play together. And at the end, that’s where 
you do hear a lot of stories about people’s 
minds opening up and learning about each 
other’s life experiences. It’s kind of the anti- 
clique, these programs. We don’t do cliques.” 

If CA programming sounds like a live- 
action Afterschool 
Special, I’m explaining it 
wrong. “I remember 
when I was in high 
school,” LaShelle says, 
wrinkling her nose. “We 
did these - 1 don’t remem- 
ber what they were called, 
but they were these 
terrrrible plays about 
STDs and suicide and 
drug abuse. I mean, they 
could not have been 
cheesier. That’s really not 
what we do.” 

Instead, “it’s kids 
talking about what happened to them. 
Within Changing Lives, you might hear 
from a student who says, ‘On the first day 
of school, I showed up and there was a 
group of kids I didn’t know, and they threw 
me against a locker and they stole my 
backpack.’ You’re hearing that; you’re not 
hearing someone say, [cheery voice] ‘Don’t 
be a bully!”’ 

In other words, CA uses art’s greatest 
moral power - its ability to stretch your 
imagination into empathy for strangers - to 
help children find their own solutions to 
problems like bullying. It’s trying, LaShelle 
says, to “give kids an opportunity, through 
a character, to sit in a situation and feel it, 
and: ‘Oh!’ To inspire them to want to be a 
part of social change or stop bullying or 
whatever, because it taps into their heart.” 

LaShelle herself is an Austin native who, 
after earning a BFA in theatre from Illinois 
Wesleyan, moved to Chicago to make a the- 
atrical career. She was at the Northlight 
Theatre, helping to cast and direct shows 
and working with well-known actors when 
“someone asked me if I wanted to be a men- 
tor for a program in the west side of Chicago, 
where we were working with young girls to 
help them write original plays. And it was

when I was 
working on that 
that I was like, 

‘Yeah. This is 
what I really 
want to do.’” 

That took her to New York University’s 
Gallatin School, where she designed her 
own master’s program in community-based 
art. Back in Austin, she volunteered to help 
start the first afterschool program for the 
then-tiny Theatre Action Project, a venture 
founded in 1997 by four University of 
Texas graduate students doing theatre- 
based work on school violence that won 
nonprofit status in 2001 - just in time for 
the economy to tank. Donations dried up. 
But by 2003, when LaShelle came on as a 
volunteer, the economy was looking up. 
Within six months, she was TAP’s first full- 
time employee. 

At that point, they were working out of a 
150-square-foot space in the Austin Groups 
for the Elderly building. LaShelle laughs, 
recalling “our first boxes for our staff. I was 
eating some cereal and was like, ‘This 
could work as a box!’ I just pinned them to 
the wall, so people could put their papers 
in there.” 


But soon, even larger 
rental spaces couldn’t han- 
dle the organization’s 
explosive growth. 

Programming was 

squeezed into rooms 
cadged from libraries, 
churches, and other non- 
profits. Then, in 2010, the 
organization submitted a 
proposal to win a donated 
plot of land in East Austin, 
part of a “Social Profit 
Village” conceived by phi- 
lanthropist Will Meredith 
and his parents, Lynn and 
Tom - a project that includ- 
ed the Sustainable Food 
Center and PeopleFund. 
Its proposal won, and dur- 
ing the ensuing capital 
campaign (the building is 
90% funded), LaShelle 
says, “we really had an 
opportunity to get our 
organization in shape. We 
went through a name 
change [to Creative Action], 
we more than doubled our 
budget, we’ve really craft- 
ed our vision.” 

In fact, this fall, CA has 
24 full-time and 50 part- 
time employees. LaShelle 
estimates that CA employs 
75-100 local artists a year. 
“I think there are a lot of 
people that are able to stay 
in Austin and be working 
artists because they’re 
working for us,” she says. 

CA receives just under 
half of its funding from 
donations, including the 
National Endowment for 
the Arts, Texas Commission 
on the Arts, and the city of 
Austin, as well as local 
foundations, corporations, 
and individuals. The rest 
comes from earned revenue, including 
school district contracts and fees from high- 
er-income parents. 

The new building, designed by Tom 
Hurt Architecture, has its grand opening 
on Nov. 15. At 7,500 square feet, it’s “not a 
huge space, but for us it’s going to be a lot 
bigger,” LaShelle says, than the 
1,600-square-foot “hodgepodge, ad-hoc, 
ramshackle” space CA’s in now. The 
upstairs, with its slanting roof and tall win- 
dows, will house administrative offices 
and prep rooms for teaching artists, who 
for the first time will be able to meet regu- 
larly and exchange ideas. Downstairs are 
four classrooms, some with floor-to-ceiling 
windows, that will house a morning pre-K 
program, a daily afterschool program, and 
evening teen programs; and a workroom 
“where we can actually get out a saw and 
some bamboo and really paint and get our 
hands dirty.” (“We do a lot of parades.”) 
It’s a long way from cereal boxes pinned to 
the walls. 
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Even before the building was done, CA 
was working to “be a good neighbor, have 
authentic relationships with people around 
us, and for the neighborhood to really see us 
as an asset,” says LaShelle. A prestigious 
NEA “Our Town” grant for creative place- 
making will help. With that $75,000, Creative 
Action will bring arts activities to commu- 
nity events, offer free programming for 
neighborhood kids, and create an advisory 
council of community members. It will also 
paint a mural on the back of its new home 
“drawn from oral histories and stories from 
the neighborhood.” To that end, CA has cre- 
ated Color Squad, a new mural-focused teen 
ensemble whose members will help gather 
the stories and work with the mural artists. 

Based on neighborhood feedback, CA will 
also add some programs for senior citizens, 
which could be anything from portrait paint- 
ing to memoir-based playwriting, hat-mak- 
ing classes to quilting. Above all, she’d like 
to “find ways to connect [the seniors] to the 
students,” perhaps even having some older 
people volunteer in the afterschool pro- 
grams. “I just think we’ll be able to bring a 
lot of joy through it,” says LaShelle. She 
smiles past me, seeing something I can’t, 
not yet. “I really get that sense, that it will be 
a very joyful opportunity.” And joy is right 
at the joyful heart of Creative Action. ■

Kiss, Kiss ... Boom! 

The relationship of the doomed duo in Fool for Love gets 
explosive in Capital Ts production

Love can be a many splendored thing, 
sure, but it can also be a gut-wrenching night- 
mare. The love depicted in Sam Shepard’s 
Fool for Love, presented by Capital T 
Theatre, is a far cry from the love of 
fairytales, but unlike a bad relation- 
ship, it’s entirely worth your time. 

Meet May, a veritable powder keg 
who’s fit to burst over every move 
made by her recently returned ex-flame, 

Eddie. She clings to him 
and sobs, screams for him 
to leave, loves him deeply, 
but hates that he came to 
find her. It’s hard to blame 
her on the last count - he 
stomps into her motel room 
unannounced, chugs tequila, cleans his rifle, 
and begs her to leave with him. Did I neglect 
to mention that he’s been splitting his time 
between her and another woman? 

Oh, and he’s her half-brother. There’s 
also that. 

Eddie is your quintessential Shepard char- 
acter: a macho, belt-buckle-bedecked cowboy 
who’s driven across the country, horse trailer 


in tow, to reclaim his woman whether she’ll 
have him or no. Adding to the tension, Eddie 
makes his grand return just as May is about 
to leave for a first date with the much 
meeker Martin. Wes Raitt plays up 
the humor of the situation, creating 
a welcome comic reprieve as Eddie 
alternates between interrogating him 
and drunkenly relating memories of 
his and May’s father. Joey Hood deftly 
maneuvers between Eddie’s 
sometimes violent erraticism 
and his buried masculine 
vulnerabilities, maintaining 
a strong performance at 
both ends of the spectrum. 
He also successfully emu- 
lates characteristics of his father, the Old 
Man (Travis Dean), who, though he spends 
much of the play listlessly observing from his 
rocking chair, is the catalyst for much of the 
action and the broken model that informs 
Eddie’s own behavior with women. 

It takes two to tango, though, and, as 
with any dance, Eddie and May’s has been 
fine-tuned over several years to include vari-

ous dips and turns - it’s an ongoing, all-con- 
suming game of cat and mouse. Unstable 
though the pair might be, Molly Karrasch 
handles the intricacies of May’s personality 
with superb intuition and an astute atten- 
tion to detail that seems well thought out, 
yet effortlessly natural. Karrasch breathes 
life into May, creating a believable, pitiable 
human from a character who, in less able 
hands, could easily have been a caricature. 
By the end of the play, you’ll either hope that 
the pair will sever ties entirely or, shockingly, 
wind up rooting for this doomed relationship, 
incest notwithstanding. Both outcomes look 
bleak, but like the star-crossed siblings, 
you’ll find yourself hoping nonetheless. While 


this may well be a byproduct of Shepard’s 
smart storytelling, Karrasch’s honest inten- 
sity raises the stakes in what is one of the 
more powerful performances by a local actor 
in recent memory. 

Strong acting may drive the production, but 
the technical aspects heighten its discom- 
fort and drama. Lowell Bartholomee’s jarring 
sound design ups the ante, while, as usual, 
la Enstera’s rustic and textured set provides 
the ideal atmosphere for this story to unfold. 

To say the course of true love never did run 
smooth would be a gross understatement for 
poor Eddie and May. Buckle up for a bumpy 
ride down lovers’ lane that’s as uncomfortable 
and tragic as it is provocative and engaging.

“Are you from around here? Are you cold? 
It’s always cold in here. Have you ever lived in 
seasons? It would be nice to live in seasons.” 

Mary Catherine, billed as the Hero, opens 
Gale Theatre Company’s devised piece Wail 
with an exchange simultaneously directed to 
everyone and no one in particular. Her words 
hang in the air, begging for an acknowledg- 
ment that, yes, the warm weather is nice but 
that seeing the leaves change color or having 
snow flurries fall on Christmas morning might 
be a welcome change of pace. 

Then, with little more than some mutter- 
ings about “cells multiplying,” our Hero gets 
her change. The presumed waiting room of 
the first scene transforms to a strange com- 
mune-type setting featuring just three bare 
staircases, each with an ensemble mem- 
ber robotically ascending and descending, 
ascending and descending, never breaking 
stride. Kimberly Gifford, playing the Prophet, 
comforts the Hero while ominously suggesting 
that she get a good night’s rest, because the 
workday will begin earlier than she expects. 

And with a jolting horn’s blare and a blind- 
ing flash of stark light, the workday begins 
indeed. The Hero and the Prophet join the 
Witness (Ja’Michael Darnell) and Time (Tim 
Mateer) in a dance that those of us who have 
ever worked a nine-to-five know all too well: 
a strictly regimented, highly choreographed 
routine of files passing back and forth, and 
piles of paperwork towering higher and higher 
as the glimmer that was once in our Hero’s 
eyes - the light - begins to fade. As time 
wears on, she masters the dance, even adds 
more complex steps, until eventually both 
the routine and she fall apart, suggesting her 
light has been extinguished altogether. 

The moments in which the production uses 
or alludes to light, darkness, and shadows 
are perhaps its finest. The backdrop, con- 
structed of 15 sets of blinds, underscores 
this motif beautifully, especially when coupled 
with Patrick Anthony’s striking lighting design. 
Olivia Jimenez heightens this contrast as the 
Killer, who appears only as a looming silhou- 
ette on the other side of the blinds - the side

the Hero is no longer a part of. The Witness 
teaches her that she possesses an internal 
light that sets her apart from the others on 
this new side; she is a firefly emitting light in 
an otherwise dark world. 

Mary Catherine truly is a source of light in 
this piece, providing a compelling glimpse into 
coping with loss, all with the aid of a capable 
ensemble. Though the movement-based 
segments flow seamlessly in the context of 
the entire production, various individual bits 
would benefit from some tightening up. The 
specific details of the storyline are, at times, 
hard to nail down: Where exactly is the Hero? 
What precisely has she lost? Why is there an 
elaborate food fight, awesomely fun though 
it looks? Maybe these questions, like those 
posed in the first scene, simply aren’t meant 
to be answered. Gale Theatre Company has 
devised an intimate, unique piece that man- 
ages to feel as cathartic and personal as it 
does vague and mysterious. - Elissa Russell

“ELLEN HECK: CONNECTIONS” 

Wally Workman Gallery, 1202 W. Sixth 
Through Nov. 29 

“Heck is an incredibly accomplished young artist,” notes the Wally Workman 
Gallery statement concerning Ellen Heck’s new show, “Connections.” 

A statement like that, because in this case it’s something of an understate- 
ment, can make a person blink - and you don’t want to blink too often, to let 
your eyelids get even fleetingly in the way of what’s presented here. Maybe 
temper the impact of the statement with the idea that “young” is a relative 
term, especially because Heck is already 30 and you have some incredibly 
accomplished friends in their mid-20s, right? 

But don’t get caught up in such quibbles. Instead, focus on “incredibly 
accomplished” and reckon that it refers not only to the artist’s representa- 
tion in several fierce museums around the world but also to the scope and 
depths of her skill. Such focusing is easy if you’re standing in the Workman 
Gallery, because the walls are almost alive with focal points, focal points 
of beauty and craft and design and precision and the capturing of figurative 
humanity (children, in this case) with a sublime printerly grace. The drypoint 
and woodcut prints here, in portrait after portrait, are what - due to the size 
of the images, the perfectly balanced power of the compositions, and the 
nuances of expressions captured - would be called stunning. Except that a 
viewer can’t be stunned by a range of colors this gently muted, can only be 
lulled into deeper appreciation for the fine work those colors embellish, for 
the evocative visions they enhance. 

Bonus: When a master of the art, like Heck, chooses to take a break from the 
realm of the figurative and experiment with abstraction, those abstract works, 
riffing on color wheels and various deconstructions thereof, are of a similar sur- 
passing beauty. And many of these, too, are on display at the Workman Gallery. 

Note to the artist: Please, Ms. Heck, illustrate a book sometime soon? A 
children’s book, an adult’s book, just something that would properly accom- 
pany the rich narrative feel your works already possess? Our libraries yearn.

Lafitte’s steps climb into Galveston’s blue sky, and lead to 
one of the island city’s favorite legends. 

The pirate Jean Lafitte was the first to bring notoriety to the 
barrier island, but not the last. With a fresh pardon as payment 
for his service at the Battle of New Orleans, Lafitte set up a 
lucrative smuggling business on Galveston Island in 1817. 

James Bowie was a customer. 

Lafitte’s colony on the island grew to around 2,000 living in 
hundreds of homes and warehouses. The most opulent of the 
structures was Lafitte’s home, Maison Rouge. 

In 1821, the U.S. Navy arrived to shut down the nefarious enter- 
prise. Lafitte admitted defeat, burned the community, and sailed 
away into Gulf legend to survive for generations through the sto- 
ries of his virtues and vices. Unsuccessful treasure hunters have 
scoured the sands looking for the riches that Lafitte left behind. 

The closest thing to a surviving marker of Lafitte’s existence 
on Galveston Island is a set of concrete steps that he never 
walked on. In the 1870s, a house was built over the remains of 
the pirate’s wine cellars. The house’s weathered front stairs and 
basement walls mark the spot. 

Lafitte’s steps are at 1417 Harborside, in a pocket park 
flanked by a yellow house and a metal shop. Breaks in the fence 
around the park allow easy access to the stairs and the chance 
to stand where the most famous Gulf Coast pirate once stood.

As the Longhorns prepare to travel up to 
Stillwater, Okla., the more intriguing matchup 
between Texas and Oklahoma State might be 
happening in a courtroom. 

Joe Wickline is the Texas Longhorns offen- 
sive coordinator, but before that, he spent nine 
years on the Cowboys’ offensive line. There, he 
earned his reputation as one of the best recruit- 
ers and talent developers in the country. In fact, 
Wickline was so valuable to the Cowboys that 
the program wrote a clause into his contract 
stipulating that he would only be allowed to walk 
away from his contract without penalty (a buyout 
clause close to $600,000) if he assumed a 
position that involved calling his team’s plays. 
Last winter when the Longhorns called, Wickline 
knew he couldn’t make a lateral move to coach 
UT’s 0-line without paying 100% of one year’s 
salary to Oklahoma State, so the Longhorns 
offered him play-calling duties on top. 

Initially, Charlie Strong was adamant that 
Wickline would be running the show. But the 
OSU administration remained vigilant and pretty 
much did the athletic director equivalent of 
Facebook-stalking your ex just so you can get 
jealous of all the cool vacations she gets to go 
on with her new boyfriend. Soon thereafter, the 
truth came out: At a March 18 press conference, 
Strong was asked who would have final say on 
plays between Wickline and Assistant Head 
Coach Shawn Watson and wavered: “When we 
go down the stretch and we have to have a call 
made, I think Shawn” will call the play. 


That’s all OSU’s Athletic Director Mike 
Holder needed to hear. He set the wheels in 
motion for a $593,478 lawsuit against his 
former coach, alleging that Wickline left for 
Texas in what was essentially a promotion in 
name only. Texas AD Steve Patterson has 
washed his hands of the suit, leaving Wick- 
line to fight against OSU on his own. Now the 
legal battle has turned into a fully fledged Big 
12 shitshow, with Wickline arguing that he 
can’t get a fair trial in Stillwater and demand- 
ing the hearings be moved to Austin. 

It’s generally not good business practice to 
sue your former employees for a year’s sala- 
ry, but Oklahoma State is playing on tilt 
against their old coach. You can bet your ass 
that Wickline is going to be fired up going 
into Stillwater this weekend. 

The courtroom drama adds to the intrigue 
of what’s once again set to be the most 
important game of the Longhorns’ season. 

UT will qualify for a bowl game with a victory, 
which in and of itself would be a pretty big 
deal considering all the turmoil and misfor- 
tune they’ve gone through in the last year. In 
the event of a loss to OSU, Texas faces the 
tall order of beating fifth-ranked TCU at home 
on Thanksgiving in order to become bowl eli- 
gible. A very unlikely scenario, but this 
Longhorns team has been full of surprises.

For the first time ever, all three of Austin’s 
NCAA soccer programs have made it to their 
national tournaments. 

The Texas Longhorns finished out strong 
at the Big 12 tournament, with draws against 
nationally-ranked Texas Tech and West Virginia 
(beating Tech in a PK shootout, then losing 
the same way to eventual champion West 
Virginia). That was enough to earn the Horns 
one of six Big 12 bids; they host Rice at 
Myers Stadium on Friday, Nov. 14, at 5pm. It’s 
the Horns’ first time back in the tournament 
since 2011, which makes the home game especially cool for the seniors. Tickets are $9; 
$7 youth/senior, or $13/$11 for field level. Parking will be an issue: reserve in advance 
by 10pm Thursday at utparking.clickandpark.com for $3, or match-day parking is $12. 

The St. Edward’s women earned their sixth straight bid in NCAA Dll, riding a 10-game 
winning streak through Heartland Conference play and last weekend’s conference tourna- 
ment; they’re off to Golden, Colorado, to face Dallas Baptist for the fourth time this sea- 
son (all 1-0 decisions; the Hilltoppers have won two of three). The winner faces the top- 
seeded hosts, the Colorado School of Mines Orediggers, on Sunday. 

The St. Edward’s men probably deserved a bid each of the last two years; this year, 
with a 16-2-1 record and a No. 8 national ranking, they’re the top seed in the South 
Central region, which gets them a bye this weekend into next weekend’s Sweet 16® . It’s 
only their second appearance ever; the first was in 1999. 

Landon Donovan’s hat trick highlighted the first round of MLS playoffs; and there’ll 
be two good rivalries in the conference finals: Seattle vs. LA Galaxy in the West, and 
New York vs. New England in the East. ... They get a week to prepare, as MLS takes a 
break for this week’s international schedule. There are some Euro 2016 qualifiers on Fox 
Sports, Friday through Wednesday, plus USA vs. Colombia at 1pm Friday from London, 
and USA vs. Ireland at 1:30pm Tuesday, on ESPN/ESPN2.

Players and the UT expansion machine

On the day that the Dog & Duck Pub 
announced its imminent closure to make 
way for a parking garage, a grad school 
friend commented on Facebook that “it’s 
like Austin is actively working to take all my 
reliable favorites away.” Other folks won- 
dered what beloved campus-area hangout 
was next on the chopping block - the Crown 
& Anchor? (“From your lips to the develop- 
ers’ ears,” read one rueful comment.) 

Generations’ worth of UT students had 
similar reactions when it was announced 
that Players was closing for good on 
November 23. After more than 30 years 
serving greasy burgers and frosty goblets of 
mid-range beers to Longhorns, the iconic 
restaurant will finally succumb to the uni- 
versity’s long campaign to colonize the 
southwest corner of the outer campus. 

While the nondescript building’s green 
shingle roof and sad sign that reads, “Open 
[black square] hours” suggests disrepair, 
the shabbiness of the building indicates the 
kind of no-bullshit place Players is. Opened 
in 1981 by freshly minted UT graduates 
Carlos Oliveira and Edward Hempe, Players 
has done the same thing for the past 33 
years: burgers, fries, shakes, beer. 

It’s where UT staff can eat lunch on the 
cheap, or students can hang out at 2am 
after a long night of studying (or drinking), 
and the sticky patina on the tables bears 
witness to their long years of use. It’s also 
one of the last few places where students 
can gather near campus that isn’t a church 
or a chain. The food at Players isn’t going to 
win any awards, but its closure situates 
what is otherwise a humble burger joint at 
the tense intersection of modernization, 
Austin’s changing food culture, and UT’s 
seemingly unquenchable thirst for land. 

Walking into Players in 2014 is no differ- 
ent from walking into Players in 1990, 


except maybe for the presence of Coke Zero 
in the self-serve soda fountain. There is still 
a large TV blaring sports, UT memorabilia, 
and an ancient menu board detailing the 
house specialties. It’s the one constant - 
relatively speaking - in a city whose com- 
mitment to progress is made manifest in 
sparkling condominium towers and restau- 
rant spaces commonly described as “sleek.” 

Kathryn Hutchison, a local food blogger 
who wrote a paean to Players on her blog, 
austingastronomist.com, argues that UT’s 
takeover of that corner raises serious ques- 
tions of accessibility. 

“I’m not a churchgoer, so this is the secular 
gathering place that I came to every week with 
my friends,” she says over a basket of fried 
mushrooms. “We bonded and shared experi- 
ences in a non-collegiate way. Increasingly 
there are fewer and fewer gathering spaces 
that benefit students around campus.” 

In addition to serving as an everyday site 
for group lunches or late-night snacks, 
Players also serves an important cultural 
function for longstanding student groups. I 
have vivid memories from my freshman 
year at UT of attending University 
Democrats meetings, then walking en 
masse to Players for an informal coda to the 
business we’d just conducted. The tradition 
still stands today; UDems will hold its final 
Players happy hour the day after this article 
goes to print, wrapping up a tradition span- 
ning at least a quarter of a century. 

“UDems has always had a good relation- 
ship with the owners and the people who 
work here,” says Katie Adams, a UT senior 
and communications director for the 
University Democrats. “There’s something 
to be said for being able to interact with 
candidates on a professional level at meet- 
ings, but then transition to a more informal 
environment. It’s really important for stu- 


dent leaders to be able to interact with their 
representation on that level. 

“When you lose places like Players,” con- 
tinues Adams, “you’re losing local color. UT 
needs to grow. But it’s unfortunate that 
growth creates a less positive experience for 
the student body. If they do have to use this 
space to grow the university, it needs to 
contribute toward quality of life for stu- 
dents in some way.” 

Hutchison, who graduated from UT in 
2008, is similarly conflicted. ‘“Growth is 
good’ is the knee-jerk reaction,” she says. 
“But when you look more deeply it’s like, 
What are we displacing? What student 
opportunities are being lost?’ That’s when it 
gets uncomfortable for me.” 

Players has been on UT’s expansion radar 
for more than a third of its lifetime. Back in 
2004, UT’s Board of Regents authorized the 
use of eminent domain to force a sale of the 
property in order to build a parking struc- 
ture for the AT&T Conference Center, 
which was still just a blueprint. This 
prompted a “Save Players” movement with 
a 4,000-signature petition. 

In the resultant fracas, Oliveira’s cousin, 
Rene, a Texas House Democrat, authored a 
provision that prohibited the use of emi- 
nent domain on a commercial property that 
has been in use for the same purpose for 
more than 20 years. Since then, the UT 
System has operated under a policy that 
restricts the use of eminent domain to build 
parking or lodging. 

Still, the inevitable finally came to pass 
in 2012 when the university 
ponied up $2.5 million to pur- 
chase the corner, while the 
McCombs School of Business 
Foundation covered another 
$1.5 million; Oliveira and 
Hempe received $3 million 
cash, while the remaining $1 
million covered a rent-free 
lease for the restaurant, which 
UT could terminate at any time with six 
months’ notice. Because the university paid 
fair market value for the property without 
exercising its use of eminent domain, it is 
free to do what it likes with that space. 

While eminent domain is defined as the 
taking of private property for public use, a 
maneuver like this one felt even more 
insidious, despite the payout. What is the 
cultural value or public use of a university- 
operated parking garage versus a genera- 
tional gathering place? Which establish- 
ment is a greater benefit to the community? 
What does UT owe to the Austin communi- 
ty, if anything, in terms of how it acquires 
and develops property? 

Andrew Busch, a UT alumnus who cur- 
rently serves as visiting assistant profes- 
sor of American Studies at Miami 
University in Ohio, wrote his Ph.D. disser- 
tation - soon to be published as City in a 
Garden: Race, Progressivism, and the 
Environment in Building Modern Austin, 
Texas - on the histories and ideologies 
that shaped urban development in Austin 
throughout the 20th century. 

“UT was at the forefront of urban renewal 
in the 1960s, which is when eminent domain 


became prominent nationally as a way to 
clear and rebuild ‘blighted’ property on the 
feds’ dime,” he writes via email. “The uni- 
versity was looking for a way to expand the 
campus (obviously locked in on all sides) as 
enrollment was skyrocketing and they were 
attempting to get in on the federal research 
dollars so prominent at the time.” 

He continues: “They dispossessed and 
displaced hundreds of residences and busi- 
nesses and had no plan for relocating them. 
The vast majority were black. UT’s use of 
eminent domain has radically altered the 
physical and social landscape in [Central 
and East Austin].” 

Of course, UT’s not the only player in the 
Austin development game. Many at UT are 
still cranky about the demise of Les Amis. The 
food was so-so and the service was marginal, 
but you couldn’t have conjured up a more 
vibrant community gathering place. That 
spot is now occupied by a cluster of chains, 
save for the locally owned Fricano’s Deli. 

The Drag is similarly transformed; what 
was once a grubby assortment of indepen- 
dently owned bookstores, gift shops, and 
Captain Quackenbush’s has now been colo- 
nized by the University Co-op, which charges 
premium rent to national chains. On campus, 
students can grab food from Wendy’s, Tacos 
Cabana and Bell, and Chick-fil-A. While 
there are a few eateries nearby, they lack the 
cultural memory of places like Players, Texas 
Chili Parlor, and the Dog and Duck. 

“The 21st century equivalent to Players is 
Hopdoddy,” says Hutchison. “It’s been 
developed, the line and the 
format are like an amusement 
park. You’re in and out, it’s 
very transactional.” What’s 
more, a burger at the growing 
chain costs twice what it does 
at Players, not factoring for 
the value of time spent in the 
interminable line. There’s no 
time to linger over your meal 
because you burned through it all waiting. 

The problem goes deeper than that, 
though. Franklin Barbecue, fetishized for its 
line and its brisket, is a gentrified palimpsest 
of black-owned barbecue restaurants where 
you could get mutton alongside your beef 
and ribs in an area gradually divested of its 
black residents. It’s not just UT - all develop- 
ment is complicit in the radical transforma- 
tion of Austin’s landscape and culture. 

In short, urban renewal - in this case, via 
UT’s continued efforts to expand its cam- 
pus - has deep and broad implications for a 
city’s cultural landscape. Just as the con- 
stant churn and swell of growth spelled the 
demise of the quintessential midcentury 
Nighthawk steakhouse, so does Players 
become a footnote in the ever-expanding 
archive of local businesses that don’t sur- 
vive a city’s evolution. While it will still be 
possible to grab a Players burger at a hand- 
ful of local municipal golf courses, the com- 
mensal experience of gathering around 
those sticky tables can never be replicated. 

The University of Texas’ motto is “What 
Starts Here Changes the World.” The regret- 
table consequence is that what ends here 
changes the future of Austin food. ■

SAWYER & CO. RINGS OUT THE OLD 


It’s a risk to build a business on nostalgia. 
Cultural atavism, over time, can simply look 
dated. Even in a town that fetishizes any- 
thing vintage, one can’t count on that novelty 
alone. A pet rock can skip, but they more 
often sink. 

So I entered Sawyer & Co. with some 
trepidation. Midcentury down to the very last 
detail (the pickup truck in front seems to be 
permanently parked), Stephen Shallcross’ 
rework of Arkie’s Grill could have drowned 
in the theme park version of history that 
assumes all American eateries were 
designed by a Coca-Cola ad rep. Instead, 
Mickie Spencer’s thoughtful take borrows 
from the wood-paneled monumentality of 
banks and the high-contrast formality of 
Hollywood Regency hotels. There is a sur- 
plus of style - refurbished, salvaged, and 
faked. The overscale Calder-esque wallpaper 
is painted, the back wall clock’s hours are 
marked with stock ceiling fixtures, and those 
poppy white tabletop displayettes are from 
Ikea. The ahistorical shenanigans keep things 
interesting, so the retro style never over- 
whelms substance. 

Still, it’s obvious that Shallcross’ par- 
ticular madeleine was nibbled somewhere 
between the Eisenhower and Johnson admin- 
istrations - and that’s an awkward culinary 
era. Shake ‘N Bake debuted in the grocery, 
while Julia Child helped thousands to mas- 
ter the art of French cooking. Sawyer’s New 
Orleans-inspired comfort food is closer to 
the former than the latter, but that’s not 
meant as a pan. There’s a 
home-cooked honesty in 
the menu (developed with 
Shallcross’ longtime friend 
Happy Abdelbaki), with recipes 
rooted in tradition. There’s 
plenty to like, but one should 
not expect much innovation. 

In that spirit, we started with a pair of 
mainstays - boudin ($3.99) and cheese fries 
($5.99). The boudin was given a little snap 
(Pearl Snap to be exact) by the beer mustard, 
but the fries seemed deflated. As advertised, 
they were a down-home version of poutine. 

As served, they were a globby mess. The jala- 
pefios and brown gravy were both cowering if 
not altogether absent. 

Never mind, the muffaletta ($4.99 for a 
quarter) was as successful as anything from 
Decatur Street. The bread was perfectly 
toasted, the olive salad adding the right 
amount of zing. The shrimp seafood salad 
($10.99), lightly dressed in remoulade, made 
a nice accompaniment. The crawfish etouffee 
($9.99) likewise did the job, luxuriating in its 
murk. The small scoop of rice was a bit dry, 
but a good sauce can mask a multitude of 
sins. The only real disappointment was the 
Creole catfish ($8.99). It was by no means 
bad, but it did suffer from a host of almosts. 
The sauce almost had brio, the side of maque 
choux almost had depth. Both needed a more 
liberal use of spice. 


The dinner, however, pales to brunch. Like 
a lot of diners, Sawyer truly excels in the 
early hours, and the patio is the preferred 
setting. The reclaimed turquoise banquettes, 
oversized globe fixtures, and AstroTurf are full 
of populuxe charm. Add afternoon sunshine 
and the anachronistic friendliness of the ser- 
vice, and you are in Morris Lapidus’ Miami. 

The pastiche continues on to the plate. 
Sawyer’s Breaux Bridge Benedict ($8.99) fol- 
lows the same basic template 
as Scott Boswell’s famed 
version at Stanley, only throw- 
ing out the first layer 
of French bread. It’s 
not needed; the boudin 
patty forms an affable 
base to the hollandaise 
and yolk. The pork gril- 
lades ($8.99), are grillades in spirit if 
not form. The exuberantly rouxed meat 
(served over creamy grits) was so tender, 
it could hardly maintain any shape at all. 

The smaller dishes likewise hedged 
on the side of familiarity. There’s not 
much sense in finagling with grilled 
oysters ($10.99 for a half-dozen) and 
its one-two punch of Parmesan bread 
crumbs and butter. Deviled eggs ($3.99 
for four) added the frisson of praline 
bacon to the quintessential filling, but 
otherwise wouldn’t startle a time-trav- 
eler. That daytripper might have even 
brought the Sensation Salad ($4.99 for 
an ample side) with her; it only adds 
green olives to the Bob and Jake’s ideal. 

Relative to the kitchen’s classical 
approach, the cocktail program can 
surprise in its daring. Carley Dunavant’s 
drinks hit all the mixology sweet spots, 
but always with a personal stamp. The 
draft Pimm’s Cup ($7.50), for example, 
has a touch of basil. The Lafayette 


Fix ($6.50), made with atypical vodka, adds 
mole; while the Hurricane ($6.50) adds tea. 
The brandy milkshake ($9.50) makes as good 
a dessert as anything else on the menu. 

Sawyer would be wise to take some cues. 

Its Cajun cooking doesn’t need reinventing, but 
we hope to see a few contemporary riffs on 
all that jazz as Sawyer matures. Based on the 
virtuosity of his dinner club cuisine, Shallcross 
certainly has it in him. Until then, he’s built one 
heck of a good foundation. - Brandon Watson

From Baz to Batman 

COSTUME DESIGNER MICHAEL WILKINSON 
IS A GENRE CHAMELEON

Australian costume designer Michael 
Wilkinson will appear at the Harry Ransom 
Center this Sunday for an evening of cock- 
tails, conversation, and jaw-dropping cos- 
tumes that’s co-sponsored by the Austin 
Film Society. 

Just how cocktail-worthy is Wilkinson right 
now? He recently spotted some of his own 
designs walking toward him down Santa 
Monica Boulevard on Halloween - and no, 
they weren’t his much-scrutinized gritty 
redesigns of Wonder Woman, Superman, 
and Batman for Zack Snyder’s upcoming 
films in the DC Universe. “I was thrilled to 
see a couple of Christian Bales and Amy 
Adamses coming toward me in full American 
Hustle splendor,” he tells the Chronicle. 
“That’s always lots of fun as a costume 
designer, to see your work hitting the pop- 
culture vein.” 

And how! Between fashionistas who 
drooled over the Diane von Furstenberg 
wrap dress in his Oscar-nominated 
American Hustle and comic-book fans dis- 
cussing every last detail of his superhero 


designs, Wilkinson is 
enjoying a rare degree of 
pop-cultural currency for a 
costume designer. 

While gracious about 
his high profile, the soft- 
spoken Wilkinson never- 
theless prefers to be 
backstage. As a teenager, 
he worked at the Sydney 
Opera House, helping with 
quick changes and cos- 
tume maintenance. After obtaining a degree 
in design from the National Institute of 
Dramatic Arts, he continued to work in ballet 
and opera, but soon fell in love with film. “I 
loved both the focus and the resources, and 
the fact that a camera can really see cos- 
tumes up close and really appreciate the tiny 
details,” he says. Janet Patterson’s designs 
for The Piano further inspired him, and he 
often cites the opulent designs of Piero 
Tosi, who costumed films by Franco Zeffirelli 


and Luchino Visconti, as an 
early influence. 

Add to these opulent influ- 
ences Wilkinson’s work on 
two Baz Luhrmann films early 
in his career, and one is 
tempted to see opera everywhere in his 
work. In fact, there’s a certain theatricality 
to many of Wilkinson’s designs, from the 
string-and-paper-clip inventiveness of the 
club kids in Party Monster to the larger-than- 
life characters in American Hustle, who are 
almost like superheroes themselves. 
Speaking of David 0. Russell’s film, 

Wilkinson points out that costume-con- 
sciousness was built into the script. “These 
people were putting on costumes to become 
characters to change their personalities and 
be perceived by others in different ways,” he 
observes. It’s hard not to think of a certain 
mild-mannered Daily Planet reporter with a 
habit of ducking into phone booths. 

Even when Wilkinson is operating in a 
more realist mode, his designs are highly 
sensitive to the ways that individuals perform 
their personalities through clothes, whether 
it’s with washed-out, rich-hippie linen in 
Nicole Holofcener’s Friends With Money or the 
lumpy cardigans in Shari Springer Berman 
and Robert Pulcini’s American Splendor. 

However, Wilkinson resists the idea that he 
brings a “signature” sensibility to his diverse 
projects, emphasizing that 
he finds a “costume lan- 
guage” for each director 
and each film. “I am some- 
one who works in the ser- 
Michael vice of a script, and of the 
Wilkinson characters. My first step in 
the process is to read the 
script, to fully understand 
the psychology of the char- 
acter. Just as every charac- 
ter is different, so their 
clothes should be differ- 
ent. We’re all individuals, 
we all express ourselves in 
different ways.” 

As for his own fashion 
sensibilities, Wilkinson 
calls himself a “jeans and 
T-shirt guy” who, despite 
his appreciation for the 
outrageous late-Seventies 
menswear he worked with on American 
Hustle, would probably never wear it. “If I was 
feeling really bold and racy, perhaps?” he 
demurred. “There’s something about the feel 
of polyester pants that I’m not necessarily 
drawn to.” ■

Could you settle a disagree- 
ment I've been having with my 
live-in partner, “Charles"? For 
years, we've split all our 
expenses, from rent to grocer- 
ies to nights out. I've always 
been fine with that, until two 
months ago, when Charles 
downloaded Venmo. 

Instead of our old, informal 
system where I paid one bill 
and he paid the next, now he 
picks up every check and 
immediately bills me for half, 
rounded to the nearest cent. My friends' Venmo 
feeds are overflowing with news that I've paid 
Charles back for half an ice cream cone, half a 
cab ride, half an anniversary dinner, etc. 

He argues there's nothing more romantic 
than an absolutely equal partnership. I find 
his constant billings infuriatingly petty. Who's 
being irrational? - Charles 'n' Charged 

We must say, you’ve painted an awfully 
unflattering picture of Charles. In particular, 
the bit about the anniversary dinner strikes 
us as poor Venmo (and relationship) eti- 
quette. Why not at least occasionally pretend 
to foot the bill himself out of romantic gal- 
lantry? That’s the benefit of an informal sys- 
tem of expense sharing, which you obviously 
prefer, Charged. 

On the other hand, as Charles has no 
doubt pointed out to you, Venmo has a differ- 
ent benefit: accuracy. For the uninitiated, 
Venmo is an app that allows friends and fam- 
ily to bill each other and pay up directly from 
their checking accounts. The biggest selling 
point is the absence of fees, but there’s also 
a social media twist - some billings are pub- 
lic and can be commented on. (Why anyone 
would want to use this feature is beyond us.) 

To properly settle this argument, we have 
to ask you, Charged: Is there a chance that 
you got away with paying less before Charles 
downloaded the app? Could that fact be con- 
tributing to your annoyance, and to his per- 
sistence in Venmoing even after you’ve com- 
plained? If your answer is yes, then this is 
not about the app. You and Charles are hav- 
ing a financial dispute. That’s normal - all 
couples have them. 

Think of it this way. Your Venmo issue is a 
microcosm of what all long-term couples face 
as they negotiate sharing their lives with 
each other. Sharing is really two things at 
once - a gift you both give each other, and a 
fair split of expenses, sacrifices, chores, hard 
work, et cetera. The trick is to not get so 
focused on negotiating the split that you lose 
the ability to make gifts of yourselves and all 
the wonderful things you have to offer. 

Our advice to Charles is to lighten up, and 
in some contexts - especially date nights 
and thoughtful gestures - to lay off the 
Venmo. But just as important, our advice to 
you, Charged, is to give Charles what he 
needs to lighten up. In other words, let him 
know through sincere words and actions that 
you’re committed to making things equitable 
in your relationship and that he can be confi- 
dent he’ll get back what he puts in, with or

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finds a driver (Leonidas), conducts interviews 
with both sides, visits Dish University (a hid- 
den rooftop array of satellite dishes that dis- 
seminates news otherwise forbidden), and sits 
for a silly interview with Jason Jones of The 
Daily Show, who calls him an American spy (an 
event that becomes part of the Iranian authori- 
ties’ case against him - and perhaps lends 
credence to the idea that this is Stewart’s 
story to tell). While asleep in his old bedroom 
in the home of his mother (Aghdashloo), 

Iranian police conduct a raid and find further 
evidence of his treachery: so-called porno- 
graphic DVDs of The Sopranos and Pasolini’s 
Teorema, and a magazine with Megan Fox on 
the cover (about which Bahari humorously 
concedes that the image looks a bit porno- 
graphic). 

Bahari’s prison captivity is remarkable 
more for its tedium than its ferocity. He is 
interviewed daily while blindfolded by a func- 
tionary he nicknames Rosewater (Bodnia), 
for the scent of his cologne. The questions 
range from specifics to the absurd, and as 
the process goes along we also get a human 
sense of this interrogator, whose superiors 
are unhappy with his inability to elicit secrets. 
Bahari is also haunted by remembrances 
and “visitations” by his father and sister who 
were both detained in the shah’s prisons. 

Once incarcerated, Bahari’s experience 
becomes a more interior journey, which is 
difficult to render in gripping dramatic terms. 
Stewart is to be commended for not tarting 
up the story with action-packed events, even 
though the film’s biggest problem is its dramat- 
ic even keel. Cinematographer Bobby Bukowski 
lends an able assist in filming sequences of 
solitary confinement as well as public demon- 
strations. A sequence in which Garcia Bernal 
shadow-dances in captivity to Leonard Cohen’s 
“Dance Me to the End of Love” should be 
excised and promoted as music video of the 
year. Rosewater, along with his nightly mockery 
of the news, shows that freedom of the press 
has no greater champion than Jon Stewart.

Sean Mullin brings a light touch to heavy material in Amira & Sam

Love stories make the world go ’round, but sometimes 
only deadpan humor can smooth the edges of star-crossed 
amour. That pairing of romance and comedy has produced 
some of the best movies ever made, but also, yes, some of 
the worst, which is maybe why filmmaker Sean Mullin 
would prefer a different term to describe Amira & Sam, his 
feature-length debut. 

Screening at this weekend’s Forever Fest, Mullin’s fast- 
paced, heartwarming film tells the tale of a U.S. Army vet- 
eran and an Iraqi woman, recently immigrated. They’re 
both struggling with starting over. Sam (Martin Starr), a 
wannabe stand-up comedian, discovers the ugly truths of 
Wall Street when he takes a gig helping his cousin Charlie 
(Paul Wesley) broker a $25 million deal with another vet- 
eran; meanwhile, Amira (Dina Shihabi) tries to make ends 
meet selling street-corner DVDs. After an awkward 
impromptu dinner, the two part ways until Amira gets 
busted and faces deportation. When Sam’s friend Bassam 
(Laith Nakli) asks Sam to keep his niece Amira safely hid- 
den from police, despite her obvious distaste for the guy, 
the romance and humor start rolling in. A shared twin bed, 
a bar brawl, a cherry-red hijab and matching plunging 
neckline, an out-of-place uniform - this is the stage for 
Amira and Sam falling in love. 

Before becoming a filmmaker, writer/director Mullin 
served as a captain in the New York Army National Guard, 
graduated from both West Point and Columbia University, 
was a stand-up comic and early presence at New York 
City’s now-famed Upright Citizens Brigade, and was even 
a 9/11 first responder. The Chronicle spoke to Mullin over 
the phone about the influence of his unique background 
on the script and the challenge in mining comedy from 
tough issues. 


Austin Chronicle: Are there autobiographical undercur- 
rents at work in your film ? And do you think telling these 
stories in a lighthearted way - not documentary - helps shed 
better light on these issues? 

Sean Mullin: I would never call them autobiographical, but 
you tend to write what you know. Being down at Ground 
Zero and rubbing up with the Wall Street 
guys, I definitely got a sense of a few of the 
characters, both the Charlie character and 
the Sam character. . . . Some guys come home 
from war and they are really [suffering from] 
post-traumatic stress, but I thought there 
were more people coming home who were 
actually okay. They just wanted to get going 
with their lives, you know? Every “soldier coming home 
from war” movie is always about a soldier grappling with 
post-traumatic stress. I thought an interesting, fresh take 
on that would be, “What if a soldier comes home from war 
and he’s fine and it’s the country that lost its mind?” ... 

I hope the film challenges some perceptions that are held 
about immigrants and veterans. I think that’s the biggest

thing I can do: Just kind of [help people] realize that not every 
veteran is a loose cannon, not every immigrant is a criminal. 
I feel like these are the things that are being pushed by the 
media on both sides. These are huge issues - immigration, 
re-integration, and veteran issues - and I felt that the best 
way to tackle these huge social issues was just tell a love story 
about two real people who are [dealing] with these issues. Not 
make any huge political statement out front, or preach. 

AC: It’s a great balance of emotion, but it’s also really 
funny. How did you use comedy to keep what could’ve been 
a heavy subject so light and relatable? 

SM: I guess my whole life I’ve always been into comedy. 
I’ve always been able to make people laugh - it’s just kind 
of second nature to me. ... I didn’t really fit in at West Point 
because they didn’t think I was funny, but I like to think 
that they really did and just won’t admit it. I’ve just always 
been the guy to make people laugh, so when it came time 
to write a script I knew I needed to find a comedic actor. I 
had watched Martin Starr for years and I’ve never seen him 
hit a false note, ever. I just knew he was the perfect guy to 
take over my voice. 

And in many ways Amira is dealing with her own post- 
traumatic stress, just not in your typical ways. She’s really 
strong. I like strong women and strong female characters 
and I don’t feel like there are enough of them in film. I feel 
like they get shortchanged a lot of times in romantic com- 
edies, which really pisses me off. So I really wanted to have 
a strong woman who just never apologizes. ... I said, “Dina 
listen, you don’t apologize for anything. Ever. You are who 
you are.” But she also wears her heart on her sleeve, which 
is really wonderful. [She’s] incredible, just really a freak-of- 
nature type actress. 

AC: The chemistry is fantastic. Did you stick to the script or 
was there some improv going on? 

SM: Absolutely. I mean, I come from studying with the 
Upright Citizens Brigade for three years. I used to do a 
show there called Instant Cinema where we would impro- 
vise an entire feature film on the spot, so I absolutely 
encouraged that. I mean, in filmmaking in general I feel 
like the script is the most important thing in the entire pro- 
cess, until it’s not. If that makes sense. You need to get the 
script in the best shape you can, and get the actors prepped. 
Then when you’re all set, just throw the script away ’cause 
it doesn’t matter anymore. ... I just let ’em run with it, as 
long as it feels authentic. Your job as a director is to put on 
your bullshit detector and make sure everything rings true. 
AC: This film is screening at Forever Fest, which is billed as 
a celebration of girlie pop culture. But it 
seems like that’s just one aspect of this film. 
Any thoughts on that? 

SM: Listen, I 100 percent trust Drafthouse. I 
think they’re one of the premier, if not the 
premier, indie distributors in the business. 
As a filmmaker there comes a time when you 
just have to turn things over to your distribu- 
tor and know that it’s in the best hands possible. ... I hate 
the two words “romantic” “comedy,” but it is a love story, a 
comedic love story. I don’t know. We’ve gotta come up with 
a new term. Today, while you’re on the phone. 

AC: What’s next? 

SM: Well, I’ve got some ribs in the oven and some friends 
coming over for dinner. That’s, like, the immediate plan. ■

TINSELTOWN SOUTH 

KIRK CAMERON’S 
SAVING CHRISTMAS 

D: Darren Doane; with Kirk Cameron, Darren Doane, Bridgette 
Cameron, Raphi Henly, Ben Kientz. (PG, 80 min.) 

Essentially an extended Sunday sermon in 
which former teen heartthrob turned evangeli- 
cal entrepreneur Kirk Cameron “Camsplains” 
the true meaning of Christmas, Saving 
Christmas will hold little interest for anyone 
not already a believer. It’s too single-minded 
in its instructional purpose, too averse to 
multidimensional characters, too youth- 
pastor-like in its dorky humor. But Saving 
Christmas isn’t looking to convert anyone or, 
blessedly, to scold anyone. It’s an unabashed 
preaching to the choir. 

What it’s trying to do is explain to 
Christians how they may reconcile their faith 
with the secular pomp of Christmas, and it 
does so by having Cameron draw connec- 
tions between the tree, the presents, and so 
on to Christian iconography and scripture. 
Presented mostly as two dudes (Cameron 
and writer/director Doane) in a car talking, 
the narrative is broken up by historical or 
Biblical reenactments, including a weirdly vio- 
lent re-creation of the real-life St. Nick beat- 
ing down an unbeliever - all the more bizarre 
when it’s followed shortly thereafter by a 
little pop-and-lock from the God Squad Dance 
Crew. Dramatically, this is not scintillating 
stuff; your average Lifetime Movie Network 
production boasts a far better grasp on what 
makes a story compelling, structurally and 
emotionally. As a movie, Saving Christmas is 
not good. But as a teaching aid for congre- 
gants about having their fruitcake and eating 
it, too? Sure, why not. Go nuts, guys.

Joe Albany (Hawkes) was a talented jazz 
pianist who played with the likes of Charlie 
Parker and Miles Davis and helped usher 
in the bebop style of jazz in the Forties, but 
by the time we meet him at the beginning 
of Low Down, it’s 1974 and jazz has fallen 
out of favor. He’s living in a seedy Hollywood 
flophouse with his 11-year-old daughter, 
Amy-Jo (Fanning), struggling with a heroin 
addiction and scraping by on any gig he can 
find, which means run-down Italian restau- 
rants and dive bars. We experience all this 
through the perspective of Amy-Jo (the film 
is based on her memoir, Low Down: Junk , 
Jazz, and Other Fairy Tales From Childhood), 
and it is a memorably bleak treatise on the 


lies we tell ourselves in order to love the 
beautiful losers we’re stuck with by blood. 

Low Down is told in an episodic, elliptic 
structure where days, months, and years 
pass in the blink of a cut. Through this lens, 
we meet Sheila (Headey), Joe’s estranged 
ex and Amy-Jo’s mother, an acid-tongued 
alcoholic who briefly reappears in their lives 
before drunkenly slouching off to the nearest 
bar. Glenn Close plays Joe’s mother, Gram, 
who knows her son is lost but can’t help lov- 
ing him anyway. There’s also Alain (Dinklage), 
an addict that Amy-Jo briefly falls for, before 
she discovers his prurient vocation. Don’t 
forget the hooker who lives next door and 
the creepy junkie who just wants to use Joe’s 
room to get a fix. 

If all this sounds like so much boiler- 
plate junkie romanticism, it is the perfor- 
mances and cinematography that lift this 
film above the gutter it so avidly embraces. 
Jeff Preiss is a well-known documentary 
cinematographer and commercial director 
who, making his feature film debut, opted to 
shoot the film on 16mm with anthropomor- 
phic lenses, and the results are stunning. 
(Cinematographer Christoper Blauvelt won 
an award at Sundance.) Low Down looks like 
some lost artifact from the Seventies, with 
every location, prop, and article of clothing 
meshing seamlessly together to create a 
reality that grounds us into the lives of these 
characters. Hawkes gives an amazing perfor- 
mance, veering between enthusiastic father 
and hapless slave to his addiction, and 
Fanning’s portrayal of the endlessly put-upon 
Amy-Jo is equally mesmerizing. Low Down is 
a wonderful downer of a film that fits quite 
comfortably on the video-store shelf between 
Barfly and Drugstore Cowboy. That said, 
depending on your proclivity for plunging into 
the cinematic depths of despair, your mileage 
may vary.

TINSELTOWN SOUTH 

21 YEARS: RICHARD 
LINKLATER 

D: Michael Dunaway, Tara Wood. (NR, 78 min.) 

There’s enough commentary from a vari- 
ety of speakers about Richard Linklater’s 
artistic voice in this documentary that even 
those who’ve closely followed the film- 
maker’s extraordinary career from the get-go 
will remain engaged. And when there’s not, 
there’s always the entertaining animated 
segments that pop up with regularity to illus- 


trate ideas. 

The filmmakers default primarily to the 
musings of a variety of stars who have 
appeared in Linklater’s movies: Matthew 
McConaughey, Ethan Hawke, Julie Delpy, Billy 
Bob Thornton, Keanu Reeves, Zac Efron, Jack 
Black, Nicky Katt. Of these, McConaughey 
and Hawke (the two who’ve worked with 
Linklater the most) offer the most insight- 
ful comments about the director’s working 
methods. Yet there’s nothing groundbreak- 
ing or original about any of the actors’ 
thoughts that haven’t been expressed before. 
Collected, their contributions sound more like 
an adulatory tribute reel rather than any sort 
of critical analysis. 

It seems odd that Dunaway and Wood 
spend most of their time talking with 
actors, rather than seeking out Linklater 
and the voices of some of his other col- 
laborators. The Duplass brothers, Kevin 
Smith, and Jason Reitman make the case 
for why Slacker was the watershed film that 
spurred their own filmmaking careers. Austin 
Chronicle editor Louis Black [full disclosure: 
my boss] comes off as the film’s most 
articulate and original thinker about the 
throughline of Linklater’s career. Curiouser 
still are the Linklater collaborators left out: 
industry facilitators like John Pierson, attor- 
ney John Sloss, producer Anne Walker-McBay, 
and artistic cohorts like cinematographer 
Lee Daniel and music composer Graham 
Reynolds. Neither does the film delve very 
deeply into Linklater’s professional choice 
to remain based in Austin; and his founding 
of the Austin Film Society and its phenom- 
enal growth and influence on the city over 
the decades almost seems like a tacked-on 
aside at the end of the movie rather than 
one of the ongoing concerns of his career. 

Yet even these oversights would be accept- 
able if this amiable doc had more cohesion 
and organizational structure. The film’s work- 
ing premise - that the first 21 years of an 
artist’s career define his career - is an arti- 
ficial self-imposition. But Dunaway and Wood 
toss out that analytic structure from the 
start. Linklater’s first feature, Its Impossible 
to Learn to Plow by Reading Books, is 
nowhere in sight, and the film hopscotches 
around Linklater’s career in an order that’s 
neither chronological nor thematically logical. 
Certain films are almost entirely shunned 
(SubUrbia, Fast Food Nation, Linklater’s 
numerous projects with Speed Levitch, and 
his doc about UT coach Augie Garrido, to 
name a few), and other films are given too 
much weight (Thornton talking about The Bad 
News Bears springs to mind). 

It’s perhaps surprising that there aren’t 
more Linklater documentaries out there, 
considering how substantial, influential, and 
plain fucking brilliant his body of work is. In 
the meantime, 21 Years will have to do.

Alexander and the Terrible , Horrible , No 
Good , Very Bad Day expands Viorst’s slim book by actu- 
ally covering two days in the life of 12-year-old Alexander 
Cooper (Oxenbould), and having bad things befall all the 
members of his family. (Steve Carell and Jennifer Gamer 
are a good match as the parents of four). Thankfully, the 
film’s sanguine moral about the family that sticks together 
being an unbeatable force is doled out sparingly, and 
director Miguel Arteta keeps the comedy moving at a 
brisk, engaging clip throughout. Alexander is the rare film 
that can be enjoyed by children and adults alike - a smart 
adaptation with solid performances and bustling fun that 
packs a lot of inspired silliness into a concise 81 minutes.

After doctor John 
Gordon (Horton) surprises his doll-collecting spouse Mia 
(Wallis) with the as-yet-uncursed doll, the believably bland 
Californian couple endures a home invasion by creepy-crawl- 
ing “cult” members, and Mia urges John to toss the blood- 
ied Annabelle out with the trash, which he does. Predictably, 
though, she turns up in the bottom of a moving box after the 
pair relocates to Pasadena, just as ominous - and equally 
foreseeable - events begin plaguing Mia. Considering the 
film’s formulaic, low-rent proceedings offer genre fans noth- 
ing whatsoever that hasn’t been done before, and done bet- 
ter, you might find yourself quoting Rosemary’s Baby : “This 
is no dream, this is really happening.” And I don’t mean

THE BEST OF ME

Star-crossed romance, take nine. Yet another film adap- 
tation of a Nicholas Sparks novel, The Best of Me certainly 
looks like its predecessors, checking off the usual boxes: 
Southern locale, terminal illness, hand-written letters, mean 
parents, kissing in the rain. But this film is in fact the worst 
yet. As high school sweethearts in the early Nineties, rich 
but kind Amanda (Liberato) and poor but noble Dawson 
(Bracey) try to keep the wolves at bay, including her disap- 
proving pop and his cartoon-evil dad. We know something 
will tear them apart, because as grownups they’ve become, 
respectively, a sweater-set mom (Monaghan) and a lonely 
oil rig worker (Marsden) who still pines for Amanda. But it’s 
limp suspense, and the romance is no better. Already hob- 
bled by an overwrought story that turns positively Hallmark- 
Movie-preposterous, director Michael Hoffman can’t 
conceive of a single memorable set-piece. If the filmmakers 
aren’t going to bother, why should we?

animation, and swift pace. Disney’s first foray into Marvel 
territory hits all the requisite beats while playing in a more 
family-friendly key. Teenage prodigy Hiro (voiced by Potter) 
prefers ’bot-fighting in the back alleys of San Fransokyo to 
hitting the books, but under the guidance of older brother 
Tadashi (Henney), he gives the local university’s robotics 
program a shot.

The play is in shambles, Riggan’s 
Broadway big-shot co-star (Norton) is stealing his lime- 
light, and Riggan may or may not be going nuts. Birdman 
moves at a relentless tempo, somewhere between ner- 
vous-leg agitation and hair-pulling hysteria.

Boldly swinging for the rafters, he’s 
uncharacteristically willing to embarrass himself here. 
There’s a lot to admire in that. Interstellar is about human- 
ity’s last-ditch effort to find a habitable planet in another 
galaxy after it becomes clear that Earth is death-rattling. 
McConaughey plays single dad Cooper, who agrees to pilot 
the expedition, even though it means missing out on rais- 
ing his children. So much of Interstellar, baggy and beauti- 
ful in ragged measures, comes qualified: Its science-y 
info-dumps sound so serious one suspects they’re actually 
very silly; even the most predictable plot turn zings with 
Nolan’s master hand at tension-building; and if the script 
is overly enamored with front-porch poeticisms and turgid 
monologues about love - oh, how the heart aches when a 
child cries for her father.

Lines, Rhymes, 
and Redemption 



I ignored the obvious signs that a shit- 
storm was gathering over Fun Fun Fun Fest 
last weekend. Indications were evident 
Thursday during under-attended kickoff shows 
at Red 7 and Holy Mountain, where early will 
call outposts were located. Another harbinger 
reared up when festival gates opened late on 
Friday, leaving local Oil-inspired hardcore 
punks Breakout playing most of their set to 
an empty field. 

Still, I remained blissfully ignorant, enjoying 
the lush grounds at Butler Park and a strategic 
corner of Auditorium Shores, 
plus nonexistent porta-potty 
lines, and great stage views 
as Dead Kennedys axis 
Jello Biafra & 

Guantanamo School of 
Medicine prompted the 
test’s first mosh pit. 

Reunited locals Mineral 
navigated sonic peaks and 
valleys with much pulpy 
emotion; curmudgeonly comedian Neil 
Hamburger offered topical humor (Question: 
“What is the compass reading that will lead 
you directly into hell?” Answer: “SXSW”); Run 
the Jewels proved the best hip-hop combo 
since codeine and Sprite; and an exuberantly 
bizarre Ginuwine “ponied” up the hits. 

And yet, the festival’s longest lines weren’t 
chopped up on a mirror in any rock or rap 
star’s trailer. They were outside where the will 
call booth had accumulated an eye-bugging 
queue stretching from Riverside across the 
First Street bridge and into Downtown. 

Among thousands of impatient outsiders, 
most reported waiting between two and three 
hours to pick up wristbands. 

Greg Patterson, CEO of FFF’s ticketing 
agency Queue, says his team vigilantly moni- 
tored the line, which maintained a 30- to 
45-minute wait time until 2pm when he esti- 
mates 5,000 to 9,000 attendees arrived in

of his Sonic Highways series at UT’s Studio 6A last 
Thursday, Dave Grohl migrated to Arlyn Studios where he’s 
said to have pow-wowed with local psych shamans Black 
Angels about producing their next album. On Sunday, that 
same South Austin studio taped the pilot episode of its TV 
concert series inside Arlyn with Willie Nelson and Merle

quick succession. The line then became such 
a state of emergency that festival owner 
Graham Williams himself worked it. 

At 7:20pm, after coordinating with the 
appropriate city departments, organizers let 
the remainder of the line inside the park 
without wristbands. That only took 15 min- 
utes. Even though marquee acts from John 
Waters to Death From Above 1979 had 
been missed by many, everyone had the 
opportunity to feast on the main course, 
Judas Priest’s first Austin gig in 26 years. 

The British steel vets deliv- 
ered, most essentially sing- 
a-longs (“Living After 
Midnight”) for an inspira- 
tion-starved audience. 

Later that night and the 
next day, the fallout was 
naturally hostile: A popular 
Reddit thread shared info 
on disputing credit card pay- 
ments, and FFF’s Facebook 
posted a formal apology for the delays, while 
acknowledging that Auditorium Shores’ renova- 
tion contributed to the situation. It also reiterat- 
ed that FFF maintains a no-refund policy. That 
post elicited a hate fest of irate commenters. 

In the aftermath, FFF is still handling com- 
plaints on a case-by-case basis and encour- 
ages customers to reach out. Patterson says 
next year will likely include mailing wrist- 
bands instead of relying on will call. 

Even after that customer service night- 
mare, there remained two-thirds of a FFF 
weekend, including 50-plus aftershows. Friday 
found Residual Kid, newly added to Sire 
Records’ roster, holding their own with Metz 
at the packed Parish, where they proved infi- 
nitely superior to the test’s other two teen 
bands, Radkey and the Bots. Saturday, 

Hotel Vegas packed to the rafters for unas- 
suming dynamo Har Mar Superstar, and 
Macaulay Culkin was resurrected from a

death hoax and carried onto the Belmont 
stage a la Weekend at Bernie’s. 

After such late-night raging, it’s tempting to 
snooze through the following afternoon’s fest, 
but remember Nas’ position on the matter: 
“Sleep is the cousin of death.” Thus Saturday 
yielded highlights - the deadpan songwriting 
of Aussie rocker Courtney Barnett - and 
low points: the passionless plodding of young 
post-punk Danes Iceage. Corpse-painted 
metal god King Diamond made up for those 
fellow countrymen by peaking day two with a 
deathless shriek into an upside-down crucifix 
made of bones from a two-story cathedral 
stage. Simultaneous headliners Modest 
Mouse conjured a comet, but the 
Copenhagen native and longtime Dallas dwell- 
er summoned forces doubly powerful. 

Attendance, up from last year, spiked that 
night. No surprise, since Sunday’s headliners 
- the lyrically unimpressive Wiz Khalifa, a

the first wave of its 2015 lineup, including tiny stringed 
instrument virtuosos Sam Bush (mandolin) and Jake 
Shimabukuro (ukulele), old-timey freshness Pokey 
LaFarge, country mainstays the Mavericks, and scrappy 
folk troubadour Langhorne Slim. Passes for the annual 
roots music and camping assembly, running April 16-19 
in Dripping Springs, hit the market Saturday. 


Murder City Devils rerun, and reformed 
indie darlings Neutral Milk Hotel - were 
less compelling draws compared to the first 
two night’s centerpieces, let alone last year’s 
closer of Slayer. Not that there wasn’t gold 
in the Sabbath’s undercard. 

The Internet, an R&B group fronted by Odd 
Future alum Syd tha Kyd, exhibited remark- 
able musicianship and beautiful love songs via 
its young, lesbian vocalist. Pennsylvania punks 
Pissed Jeans leveled the stage with a set so 
noisy and destructive it would’ve made David 
Yow flinch. NYHC legends Gorilla Biscuits 
embodied FFF’s punk spirit with a “This is your 
stage, we’re here for you” mentality. 

The best set I saw on Sunday was 
Foxygen, Bay Area psych-pop sculptors 
known for a legendarily bad performance at 
last year’s ACL Fest. They returned bigger - 
expanded to an eightpiece - and better: 
showcasing material from new LP ...And Star 
Power with electrifying energy. Frontman Sam 
France sprung kinetically with Mick Jagger 
command as the group traversed glammy 
pop through Detroit-style rock to uplifting 
soul. It was nothing less than a masterful 
display of rock & roll. And it meant redemp- 
tion. They made fools of themselves 13 
months ago and returned as champions. 

Fun Fun Fun Fest will enjoy its own 
redemption in due time. The festival known 
for best reflecting Austin’s underground musi- 
cal tastes returns next November for its 10th 
anniversary. Forget growing pains, now’s the 
time to go big.

SOHN 

Butler Park, Fri., Nov. 7 

Sound woes early at the Blue stage kept 
the early afternoon crowd waiting. Twenty min- 
utes into Sohn’s allotted set time, the only 
sounds the fashionable crowd that had turned 
out for the Vienna producer could make out 
were Peelander-Z screaming about tacos all 
the way from the Black stage. 

Christopher Taylor, the man behind the 
sobriquet, finally took the stage, replacing 
metallic Japanese punk with down-tempo 
electro soul. Despite the late start, he 
packed in as much as possible in what little 
remained of the festival’s blink-and-you’ll- 
miss-it sets of 35 minutes. Finally onstage, 
the trio wasn’t going to fuss about. 

The singer, aided by another sound wizard 
and a guitarist, warmed up on the demure 
“Tremors,” following that aesthetic with the 
slow build of “Bloodflows.” Where the show 
hinges on Taylor’s aching, emotive tenor, 
the latter tune climaxed into an all-out 
electronic jam. After that, the threesome 
was in full flight. 

“Artifice” ditched the build-up and headed 
straight for a full bass-and-synth battle right 
out of the gate. “Lights,” too, never had a 
mounting beat. Textured by an addictive mel- 
ody, it kept the crowd engaged even without 
the gratification of a drop. 

Similar to James Blake, Taylor possesses a 
velvety voice, a knack for worthy beats, and a 
facility for employing both to their best advan- 
tage. He’s careful not to rely too much on one 
or the other. “Lessons” stripped down to a 
quasi a cappella before reconstructing itself into 
a danceable groove. 

Taylor ended his 25 minutes with shouts of 
familiarity. As he began “The Wheel,” a survey 
of the large, young crowd made it clear they 
wanted more. At least Sohn made it count.

PALLBEARER 

Auditorium Shores, Fri., Nov. 7 

Despite the storm of critical praise for its 
2012 doom debut Sorrow and Extinction, 
Pallbearer turned in a lackluster set at its 
Fun Fun Fun Fest christening that year. The 
Arkansas quartet returned Friday with equal 


acclaim for its mighty ‘n’ melodic follow-up, 
Foundations of Burden. That translated into 
shivers of anticipation at the Black stage. 

For a group on the verge, it took the stage 
with no fanfare. Bandmembers set up their 
own instruments, then went straight from mic 
check to feedback thrum that served as a 
bridge between the two. Singer Brett Campbell 
kicked off the riff to “Worlds Apart,” opening 
track to Foundations, and Pallbearer’s sonic 
confidence asserted itself immediately. 

These four have their vision down cold: 
Devin Holt provided deep grunge power 
chords through which Campbell’s flanged 
leads sliced, while bassist Joseph D. Rowland 
and drummer Mark Lierly kept the bottom 
roiling even as tempos crawled. Campbell’s 
keening voice flew over it all, giving the mon- 
strous waves of doom an accessibility rare 
for music this heavy. “The Ghost I Used to 
Be” transcended; with its memorable melody, 
resigned lyrics, and casual flow between 
chugging crunge and sparse quiet, it may be 
the ultimate Pallbearer song. 

Closing nine-minute powerhouse “Foreigner” 
soared on Campbell’s solo and a midsec- 
tion that hinted at uplift before returning to 
minor key crush. Ending on a scream of feed- 
back, fist pump, and thunderous applause, 
Pallbearer demonstrated how refreshing a 
wheelbarrow of mournful doom can be on a 
sunny afternoon. - Michael Toland 


RUN THE JEWELS 

Butler Park, Fri., Nov. 7 

El-P was dead in the water. An old-school 
hard knocks MC thrust into the Vine era, 
he watched his life’s work - the precocious, 
anti-social Definitive Jux label - dissolve into 
thin air. Killer Mike, a fine MC whose claim to 
fame was deep ties to Outkast, wasn’t faring 
much better. Then 2013 arrived and these 
two unlikely heroes banded together as Run 
the Jewels. 

A mutual love for acidic beats and politi- 
cal paranoia coalesced into a self-titled free 
download that set the rap world on fire sans 
any cross-promotion. It took them 39 years, 
but they’re finally stars in their own right. The 
sequel, Run the Jewels 2, now arrives as a 
physical LP you can buy in record stores. 

RTJ could have easily headlined the Blue 
stage Friday rather than populating a late- 
afternoon spot in the build to 2 Chainz. You 
could tell by the crowd that more than tripled 
anything else on the grounds. The pumped 
duo came out firing wild on their trademark 
band name/album name/song name calling 
card, “Run the Jewels.” Follow-up “36-Inch 
Chain” still equates undershirt bling with 
rap’s working class. 

New cuts like “Close Your Eyes (and Count 
to Fuck)” sport some more bitter, badass nihil- 
ism: “We killing ’em for freedom cause they 
tortured us for boredom/ And even if some 
good ones die, fuck it, the lord will sort ’em.” 

Hard truths and humor - what’s one with- 
out the other? 

Run the Jewels are a band about having 
fun. In an era of Drake confessionals and 
Future Auto-Tune gurgles, they’ve proven that 
rap music can still get the kids excited with- 
out a single asterisk. - Luke Winkie 


KING TUFF 

Butler Park, Sat., Nov. 8 

Behold the birth of a new musical genre: 
stoner pop. 

These L.A.-via-Vermont garage metallur- 
gists ply a unique sound for the faux biker 
demographic. Their post-Sabbath sludge of 
fuzz guitar riffing meets radio-ready hooks 
and melodies gains a fresh energy in Kyle 
Thomas’ glam rock vocal logic. It’s as infec- 
tious as any vintage T. Rex or Kiss single.

In an ideal world, nug- 
gets like “Madness” and “Headbanger” would 
be massive radio hits. In the collective mind 
of band and audience, they are. King Tuff’s 
power lies therein. 

Drummer Garett Goddard pounds, bass- 
ist Magic Jake cracks jokes and resembles 
Matthew McConaughey’s Dazed and Confused 
Wooderson, Marshall grins and shreds. It’s 
a 1975 of the mind, and King Tuff are rock’s 
biggest stars.

Blue skies and agreeable temperatures did little to temper Jello 
Biafra’s vitriol Friday afternoon. His voluminous fount of hardcore 
polemics can’t be separated from the now historic emergence of 
Reaganism, but modern times continue to provide ample fodder for 
the template. 

Following a warning squall from Victim’s Family guitarist Ralph Spight, 
the former Dead Kennedys frontman bounded onstage grinning and 
pantomiming with all the cracked enthusiasm of a Three Stooges short. 
Opener “Strength Through Shopping” served up a breakneck lambasting 
of consumerism, while “John Dillinger” compared its titular subject to the 
scot-free banksters responsible for the Great Recession. 

Though unabashedly left, Biafra’s never been doctrinaire in his skewer- 
ing of American society. On grounds not far from where Senator Barack 
Obama electrified a crowd of 20,000 in 2007, Biafra unfurled “Barackstar 
O’Bummer,” a laundry list of failed promises that concluded with a middle 
finger to bumper sticker liberalism. 

“Drink your latte,” he hectored. “Oprah-in-Chief will do the work.” 

Not surprisingly, Dead Kennedys chestnuts drew the biggest audi- 
ence response. “California Uber Alles” summoned an old-school mosh 
pit. Biafra took on the guise of Gov. Rick Perry to sing “Kill the Poor” 
by cloaking his “Fuck the Tea Party” T-shirt with a suit jacket. He final- 
ly went shirtless for “Holiday in Cambodia,” feigning a hooded prisoner 
being executed. 

Following shout-outs to Edward Snowden and Chelsea Manning, 
Biafra parted with the deep red state crowd by saying, “Don’t give up,” 
words that could’ve just as easily been spoken in 1984. - Greg Beets 
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Luckily the riffs won out. Barnett and her 
quartet emphasize the licks more than the 
lackadaisical. 

Opening with “David,” the bandleader 
rocked like early Holly Golightly, which con- 
tinued through “Lance Jr.” and its scorching 
outro and massive jam that refused to end. 
Barnett’s lyrics may be winding and deadpan 
- casual in their banal subject matter - but 
the shredding pushes back on the ennui as 


if thrashing against the boredom and drab of 
everyday apathy. 

“Don’t Apply Compression Gently” dropped 
the set back down to a straighter rhythmic 
twang, but not without shots of guitar. Likewise 
the heavy bass underpinning on “Out of the 
Woodwork.” “Are You Looking After Yourself?” 
built to an increasing roar, while new songs 
“Blah” and “Pedicure” ranted through existen- 
tial crises, with “Blah” declaring ambivalently, 


“I wanna go out, but I wanna stay in.” 

The latter unloaded more lyrics than most 
bands’ entire catalogs. 

By the time Barnett uncorked “Avant 
Gardener” as the penultimate tune, its 
straight, dry delivery came off as the least 
compelling of the set despite its fuzz of char- 
ring distortion bleeding into the spiraling, 
almost manic “History Eraser.” 

Like the rise of fellow Oceanian Lorde, 
Barnett fights off millennial malaise. Whereas 
the former rebels through ironic appropriation 
and grandiosity, the latter cuts to the bone 
with a raw punk ethos and equally impressive 
literary wordplay. There must be something 
happening amid the nothingness Down Under.

Swedish folk-pop duo First Aid Kit, sisters 
Johanna and Klara Soderberg, captivated 
an Orange stage throng early Saturday 
night with translucent harmonies and jangly 
guitar.

KING DIAMOND Butler Park, Sat., Nov. 8 

King Diamond hates his grandmother. 

Not only has the Copenhagen-born Dallas resident revealed as much in interviews, he 
proved it during his headlining set on Saturday when he barked “What a bitch!” after a masked 
crone was wheeled onstage for interwoven songs from 1988’s Them and 1989’s Conspiracy. 
She was then burned in a coffin during the first of two encores. 

Yes, a coffin. 

There was also smoke. And a skeleton. All served as props for a tale that King Diamond has 
been telling since his 1985 departure from Danish metal innovators Mercyful Fate. 

Opening with “The Candle” from 1986’s Fatal Portrait, the performance evolved through elaborate 
arrangements with precision. Tunes with spiderweb construction maintained a balance between 
melodic grandeur and dark menace, qualities that first came to fruition in Mercyful Fate, represent- 
ed at Fun Fun Fun by “Evil” and “Come to the Sabbath,” which arrived to loudest audience approval. 

The vaudeville-like stage show remains superfluous to the fact that, sonically, this is one of 
the tightest bands operating in metal today. It certainly doesn't hurt that Diamond’s powerful, 
high-volume falsetto drops into possessed demonic growls, as promised, “better than ever” 
despite its owner having survived heart surgery. (Satanic pact?) 

Lead guitarist Andy LaRocque, the only musician remaining from the original lineup, hasn’t lost 
any agility in using an axe to cut through the intricate riff mazes traversed by guitarist Mike Wead, 
bassist Pontus Edberg, and a backup vocalist, the singer’s wife Livia Zita. 

Before closing with “The Family Ghost” and “Black Horsemen” from 1987 masterwork Abigail, 
King reminded the Black stage crowd this was the final show on the U.S. tour. For a band of Swedes 
and Texans, fronted by an avowed Satanist metal legend who almost died four years ago, holding 
their final show here made it that rare event that only happens in Austin. - Adam Ganderson 



on “King of the World.” The Stockholmers’ 
wistful “Waitress Song” gave way to the gal- 
lop of “My Silver Lining” and a cover of Jack 
White’s “Love Interruption.” 

“You guys ready for a country tune?” 

Four years in, the Soderbergs have hit 
their stride as songwriters. Where The Lion’s 
Roar triumphed in tender folk pop, Stay Gold 
luxuriates in bitter truths. “I always thought 
that you’d be here, but shit gets fucked up 
and people just disappear,” Klara laments on

NAS 

Auditorium Shores, Sat., Nov. 8 

Headliner Nasir Jones has flourished as 
the archetypal MC - one of the standard 
bearers of hip-hop. Commemorating the 20th 
anniversary of unparalleled debut lllmatic, the 
Brooklyn-born rapper gave a colossal, pinch- 
yourself performance that doubled as celebra- 
tion of a still-thriving career. 

Son of cornetist Olu Dara, Nas began with a 
verse on Main Source’s “Live at the Barbeque,” 
a star-making turn that led to the creation of 
what many consider the greatest rap album in 
history. International stardom then cemented 
on 1996’s It Was Written, 2002’s God’s Son, 
and his latest, 2012’s Life Is Good. 

Rocking a vintage DJ/MC set with Green 
Lantern, the wordsmith proceeded directly into 
lllmatic, which was performed in its entirety with 
some captivating change-ups. Lantern inter- 


polated Notorious B.I.G.’s “Sky Is the Limit” 
for the second verse of “One Love.” Nas gave 
props to Michael Jackson and Large Professor 
for respective sample clearance and production 
of “It Ain’t Hard to Tell.” The rapper’s multi-syl- 
labic flows from 1994 sound as vital as ever: 

“I trip, we box up crazy bitches/ Aimin’ guns 
in all my baby pictures/ Beef with housing 
police/ Release scriptures that may be Hitler’s.” 
If that wasn’t enough, he gave the huge 
assemblage a rundown of major hits since 
his acclaimed debut, including another lyrical 
breakdown for “One Mic.” 

There were no flashy entrances, trap bass, hype 
men, or elaborate sets, just a legendary MC with 
an exhaustive catalog and a great DJ. Nas came, 
saw, and conquered. Greatness was witnessed: 
“Hit the Earth like a comet - invasion! Nas 
is like the Afrocentric Asian, half-man, half- 
amazing.” - Kahron Spearman 


DUM DUM GIRLS 

Butler Park, Sun., Nov. 9 

Dum Dum Girls’ six-year evolution has seen 
the band progress from lo-fi home recording 
project to state-of-the-art studio outfit, with 
leader/sole charter member Dee Dee Penny’s 
melodically arresting songs and aching, emo- 
tive voice as the common threads. 

The project’s increasingly formal direction 
yields mixed results on the current Too True, 
virtually a Dee Dee solo effort, whose gauzy, 
claustrophobic production often feels at odds 
with her compositions’ openhearted appeal.

NEUTRAL MILK HOTEL 

Butler Park, Sun., Nov. 9 

On Fun Fun Fun Fest’s third and final 
night, as nighttime temperatures plummeted, 
Neutral Milk Hotel appeared out of the midst 
of its own reclusiveness. 

With only two LPs before its sudden 1998 hia- 
tus, the Louisiana collective took indie rock by 
surprise last year with a full-fledged reunion tour, 
which included a sold-out performance at the 
Moody Theater. Here, notoriously elusive front- 
man Jeff Mangum initially took the stage solo, 
lacking any resemblance to prior press photos. 

Now bearded and burly, the songwriter 
dug deep for his cult with opener “I Will Bury 
You in Time,” a rare track from 2001’s Live 
at Jittery Joe's. “Holland 1945” welcomed a 
mighty band of horns, violin, and accordion 
onstage, the song’s lyrics rich with refer- 
ences to Anne Frank, the believed subject of 
Mangum’s 1998 masterpiece In the Aeroplane 
Over the Sea. Sixteen years since its release, 
Mangum’s voice carried solidly, each song 
captivating a transfixed audience unfazed by 
competing headliners mere yards away. 

“I love Austin so much that I almost moved 
here back when I was homeless,” revealed 
the bandleader. 

Aeroplane closer “Two-Headed Boy Pt. 2” 
ended a set banning cell phones with light- 
ers held aloft one by one, a wistful, welcome 
image in an awe-inspiring 75-minute per- 
formance. Mangum thanked the crowd and 
waved, leaving fans cheering long enough for 
them to begin doubting the group’s return. 

“This is a lullaby,” he said, finally back 
onstage for 1998 B-side “Engine,” Julian 
Koster swapping his bass for a bow-brushed 
singing saw. Afterward, Mangum again 
stroked his legions. 

“Thank you, my friends,” he motioned, exit- 
ing hand-to-heart. “I love you, goodnight.”

Stockholm, she insists, wasn’t intended as a 
solo debut, no matter how it’s marketed. Still, 
the 63-year-old Akron, Ohio, native and forever 


UK dweller felt ambivalent about going back on 
the road under the Pretenders’ brand. 

“For a long time I kept it because I never 
wanted to be singled out. I’m not comfort- 
able being recognized so much. I like being 
in a band, but now after 30 years of people 
saying to me, ‘Yeah, but it’s just you, isn’t 
it?’ and me saying, ‘No, it’s a band,’ I just 
got kind of bored of having to defend that. 

“I have to admit the first couple of 
times I saw my name on the marquee 
it made me very uncomfortable. But 
then I think, ‘Don’t take it so person- 
ally.’ It just is what it is. It’s a brand, 
so fuck it, just get on with it. Who 
cares? Nobody cares. 

“As far as the Pretenders’ [future], I 
don’t really know, to be honest. I could go 
out and do two hours of just Pretenders 
songs. That’s a possibility, I guess.”
